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Sea-Coaſts. The Avrtartick Lands are ſeparated 
from the other great Continents by the Ocean; 
the. Turn that Merchants and Travellers take 
In circling the World,from Eaſt to Weſt thro' 
the South Seas, having left no ſubjeCt of doubt. 
We caniot with certainty ſay the ſame thing 
of the Artick Coaſts, tho? ſome affirm the Nor- 
thern Sea communicates with the Oriental, to- 
wards the North-Eaſt of our Continent, and 
with the South-Sea toward the North-Weſt of 
Northern America. 
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The Artick Region. 


Heſe Parts have been calld by the name of 
L Artick, becauſe theyare near the Arrick 
Pole - they are called Northern, becaule of the 
North, in which they are t+- 
ruated * * Boeales, from a Greek 
Word which lignifies the North- 
Wind : they conſiſt of Ifl;nds and Peninſula's, 
where there are Bears, Foxes, and Rain-Deer, 
in abundance, the Inhebicants living commonly 
on Hunting or Fiſhing. 

The Seas of thcle Regions make a part of the 
great Ocean, which is here known under the 
name of Northern and Frozen. 

The Ice there laſts a long time, becauſe to 
theſe Parts the Sunduring ſever] Months di{co- 
vers not himſelf, and when he appears,he doth 
not heat or thaw It. 

The Bays and Streights of Hudſon, Davis, 


and Forb:ſhcr, arc in the Infcriour "I : 
L al 
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that of Weygats, otherwiſe of Naſſaw, in the 
Superiour Hemiſphere, on the North of our 
Continent : Cabot, Willougbby, Forbiſher, Davis, 
Hudſon, and other Engliſh-men, have ſought a 
Paſſage to the Eaſt- Indies through the three 
former Streights ; Barenſon, Heemskirk, and 
other Hollanders, have done the ſame, thro? that 
of Weygats ; but all to no purpoſe, by reaſon of 
the Ice, which is almoſt continually there, and 
ſtops Ships in their Navigation ; and this it is, 
that has hindred *em: from going beyond the 
8 Degree of North-Latitude. 

Three Courſes bave been commonly ſteer'd 
in theſe Northern Seas, v:z. ro Archangelo into 
Moſcovy, for Furs ; toSpigelberg, and Greenland, 
for Whales; and into Norway, for Herrinfs 
and Timber, | 

The Artich Lands are Eſtotiland, Greenland, 
Tſeland, Spigelberg, Nova Zembla; to which 
may be added, the Land of Feſſo, tho' it be in 
the Northern temperate Zone. 

Eſtotiland is towards the North of the great 
Continent of America." 

Greenland is of a vaſt extent to the North of 
Eftotiland. Chriſtian IV. King of Denmark, 
call'd ir His Philoſophers Stone , becauſe the 
Ships he ſent thither could hardly find it out. 
His Succeſſours keep a Governour there, at 
Bearford, The Greenlanaers cloaths are made * 
F:ic Skins of Wild Beaſts, and their Walſt- 
coats of Birds Skins, garniſh'd with their Fea- 
thers : The Flower of the Bread they eat, is 
made of Fiſhes Bones : They drink Sea Water, 
without receiving any Inconvenience -by ſo 
doing.

| Iſeland. 


"Seland, the Thule of the Ancients, one of the 

greateſt Iſlands in the World, lyes towards 
the North in both Hemiipheres, where it is 
part of the Dominions of the Crown of Den- 
mark, This advantage it has, of not having fo 
many Rocks upon its Coalts, as have the other 
Northern Countreys. 

"There are in it two Principal Villages, Hola 
and Schalholt : As for Cities, it has none; the 
Houſes in other places are commonly of Wood; . 

cover'd with the Bark: of Trees and with Turfs. 
The Inhabitants are of the Confeſſion of Aug /- 
bourg ; have no Phyſicians, feed their Oxen 
and their Horſes with dry Fiſh, when they are 
in want of Hay. They receive often great floats 
of Ice, which are looſen'd from the Northern 
Shores, whereon is Wood and ſeveral ſorts of 

Creatures, which they accommodate themſelves 

withal x therefore they'inhabit more willingly 

theSea- Coaſts,than the inner parts of the [ſland. 

There-are ſeveral Mountains, whereof Mount 

Hecla'is' the moſt confiderable'; ls caſts forth 
Fire, and is not to,be approached within ſix 
Miles diſtance. Daniſh, Hambeurger and Luvecker- 
Ships,” frequently: refort thither with diverſe 
Commodities of Euxope , which the 1/clandls 
ſtand-in need of. The Dares fetch from thence 
dryed Fiſh, Whale-Oy], Butter, Suet, Sulphur, 
Ox-hides, and thoſe Teeth of YValruſhes, which 
ſome eſteem as much as Ivory. | 
Spigelberg, or Spitsberger, is a Country in our 
H-nuſphere , the moſt advanc'd toward the 
BE \\ x $255; Artick. 
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Artick, Pole. It produces; only. green_ Moſs: 
Thoſe that haye been left there to make a full 
diſcovery of it,  periſh'd through col ,- after . 
having fought with White Bears, who pre- 
tended a right to eat them. Upon its Coalts 
Whales are taken of a prodigious. bulk," ſince 
from one alone has ſometimes been drawn. a 
Hundred ard twenty Tun of Oyl. The Eng- 
liſh and Hollanders lay claim to the D@minion 
of 1t. 8 
Nova Zembla is the Ifland Carembice of the 
Ancients, very near our great Continent, from 
whence one may pals to it ypon the Ice, and 
one Way ſtretches as far as Sp:tsbergen, nay, and 
much farther ; ſo as 1t may probably be ſaid, 
That this is the place, where thoſe paſs'd who 
firſt of-all inhabited America:the Streight which 
parts it from the Terra Firma, has in its Eaſter: 
parg high Mountains of Ice, which axe call'd 
Pater-noſters. This Name of Nova zembla,. is 
given by reaſon of the Way that has. been 
{o long ſought after along thoſe Coaſts, to.go. 
to the Eaſt-Indies, through the Tartarian-Sea. 
In the Year 1676. Capt. Wood, that Ingenions 
and Induſtrious Seaman, was again ſent out by 
His Majeſty, King Charles Il. to makea more 
perfect Diſcovery of that North-Eaſt Paſlape; 
perſwaded unto it by divers Relations of our 
own and Dutch Mariners ; who reported many 
things concerning it, which Capt. Weed upon ' 
his own Experience conceives to be falſe; as. 
that they were either under or near the Pole ; 
that it was there all thaw'd Water, and the 
Weather as warm as at Amiterdam, &c. He 
faith further, That he himſelf cou'd paſs no 
further than 76 Deg. where he found the Sea 
B 3 | as 
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as far as he cou'd diſcern, entirely frozen with- 
out intevmiſſtion. That it is moſt likely, that 
Nova Zembla and Greenland are the ſame Conti- 
nent, at Teaſt that there is no paſſage betwixt 
them; for chat he found ſcarce any Current : 
And that little, which was, ran E.S. E. along 
_ the ce; and ſeem'd only to be a ſmall Tide, 
700g not above Eight Foot. And. whil'ſt he 
was In that Degree, there were nothing but 
' Fogs, Froſt and Snow, and all imaginable ill 
Weather, tho' at the fame time the heat ſeem'd 
to-be as great as at any time in England. 

The Land of Feſſo lyes between Aſia and Ame- 
rica, being ſeparated from each of thoſe Con- 
tinents by great Arms of the Sea. Its Inhabi- 
tants exchange in thoſe Cities of Fapan that are 
neateſt*em; their Fiſh, their Skins, the Tongues 
and the Fat of their Whales,for other Merchan- 
dize' which they fancy moſt. The Planks of 
their Veſſzlsare not nail'd ; they are ſewed very 
dext'rouſly with Ropes made of the Rind or 
Bark of Cocoes, and they do not rot. in the 
Water. "The Hoellanders have been there ſeve- 
ral times. Their Relations affirm, That part 
of this Territory acknowledges the King of 
Zapan'for its Soveteign ; Thar the Comman- 
der in Chief of this Country, who has his Re- 
ſidence. at Marzimai , carries that Monarch 
_ every year, Silver, Feathers of ſeveral Co- 
lonts, with very fine Furs. 
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The Antay Hck Lands. 


FT He Antartich Land is often called Auſtralss 
Magellanica Tucognita. - We might with 
jult title name them the Southern 1nates, and the 
third World. Thoſe who would engage Sove- 
reign Princes, to promote thediſcovery of theſe 
Lands, ſay, That they are of as great an extent 
as all America, nor leſs Peopled, or lefs Fertile, 
than Exrope: They may have above Six thouſand 
Miles of Coaſt in three ſeveral Zones of the 
Southern part of the World, the Hot, Tem- 
perate, and cold: Perhaps Countreys might 
there be found of all manner of Temperament, 
tho' none have yet been beyond the 68 Degree 
of Southern Latitude. Among the Streights 
that are there, that of Magellan firſt afforded 
4 way in the year 1523. to voyage it round the 
World through the South Sea : This Streight 1s 
two hundred Leagues in length ; in breadth, in 
ſome places,two,three;in others,five,ſix, or ten. 
Thoſe who paſs through it, receive great incon- 
ventencies,by reaſon of the ſinuoſities and wind- 
ings, and the frequent ſtorms that are there. 
TheStreights of /: Maire, which were diſcover- 
ed in the year 1615.are much more commodius; . 
'tis but ten or twelve Leagues in length, and as 
many in breadth. That of Brovers, which was 
paſs'd in the year 1643. is on the South-Eaſt, 
.and has the ſame advantages with,that of le 
Maire, The Enzliſh and Hellanders fomertimes 
ſteer this Courſe to go to the Eaſt Inates. 
Beſides, under the name of Antartick Lands, 
are reckoned Countries which indeed are very 
B. 4 far 
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'  _ fardiſtant from the Southern Pole, but which 
cannot be attributed to-the other great parts 
of the World, ſince they are ſeparated from it 
by Seas of a vaſt extent ; New Guiney, the Iſles 
of Solomon, New Zealand, the Land of. Fire, the 

q Land of Parrots, New Holland. There's hardly 

$ any thing known of the other Southern Parts, 

_— the Names of thoſe who. diſcovered 

Them. 

New Guiney, towards the South of the Equi- 
noxial Line, and the Inferiour Hemiſphere, 
Is a very great [lle,and bears this Name,becauſe 
it ſeems to be Diametrically oppolite to the 
Gainey of Africa. | 

The lfles of Solomon are in the South Sea, at 
ten or twelve Degrees of the Southern Lati- 
tude. 'The Spaniards, who have them in» Poſ- - 

ſeſſion, give them the name of Solomon, to per- 

ſuade the World, that that wiſe King ſent for 
his Gold from thence. 

New Zealand is the Country where the Hoj- 
Landers have met with ſcurvy uſage, when they 

; would have ſetled themſelves there. There ir 

” 1s, they ſay, aregreat Men, and of a huge ſta- 

- ture; whether they really be ſo, or fear made 
themappear ſuch,at leaſt each of their twoCom- 

| panies to the /2d:csavouched the ſamething. In 
all probability it was diſcovered by Fernanatz, 
de 'Quir,who tells a thouſand advantageous par- 
ticulars of it ; He ſpent Fourteen Years in his ' 

Travels, Fourteen Months at Court, and pre- 

ſented, iqgyain, Eight Petitions, to the King of 

Spain,” ts perſuade him to ſend Colonies thi- 

ther. Between New Zealand, and the Streights 

of Magellan, ſome have placed ſeveral ſmall 

Iſlands,which are faid to have been diſcoyer'd in s 
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the Name of the King of Spain, by Hernands 
Gallego, .in the Year 1576. | 

The Land of F:re, on the South of Americe, 
conſiſts of ſeveral Iſlands that are called Magel- 
lanic, and the Fires that were ſeen there, the 
firſt time the Exropeans went on ſhore, have 
given occaſion to this Name. 

The Land of Parrots is probably that which 
we call Terra Auſtralis, In the Year 1504. 
a French-man, called Gonneville, went on ſhore 
there, and was kindly receiv'd by a petty King, 
called Aroſca ; After ſeveral Months abode, he 
brought away with him ſome of the Inhabi- 
tants, and amongſt others, one called Eſſomerigq, 
a King's Son, who has left of his Poſterity 1n 
Normanay. 
. New Hollandſeemsto be that Land; or rather 

thoſe two great Iſlands of Petar, and the leſſer 

Fava ; which Mark Paul ſaith, lies South-Eaſt 
of the Iſle of Java. The Hollanders ſet ſo great 
a value upon theſe New Lands, that they have 
cauſed the Map of them to be cut in Inlaid or 
Moſaick Works upon the Pavement of their 
Stadt-Houſe in Amſterdam.

T a Part of the World, bearing the Name 


of Americus Veſputius, a Florentine, though 
Chriſtopher Columbus, a Genoefe, diſcover'd 
it before him. ' It has been alſo call'd , the 
New World , becauſe it was not well known 
until the laſt Age, and its bigneſs has made it 
paſs for the greateſt Continent of the Earth. 
Sometimes It is called the Wes? Indies, and the 
Little Indies, to diſtingniſh it from the Ea#? 7n- , 
dies, which are great and part of Aſia. Some 
give it-the Name of the Sparſh Indies, becauſe 

' the King of Spain has the greateſk and better 
part of it in his poſſeſſion. Thus the Name of 
Fndies is common to two great Regions ; the 
one in our Continent, the other in the other 
Hemiſphere; eitheg becauſe they wer diſcover'd 

at the ſame time; or that in both the Inhabitans 

go commonly naked'; or that from the one and 
the other are brought rich and precious Mer- 
chandize and Commodities ; or laſtly, be- 
cauſe the Pilot Alonze Zanches d? Andalonfia, be- 
ing the ſame” that ſaw America before -Colum- 
bas, and left him his Memoirs, did think that 

It was joyn'd to the [ndies of Aſza. In all pro- 
bability, America Is the At{antich Ifland of the 
Antients. Some ſay that it is the real 7 arſis; to! 
which Monarchs, to take from their People the i x 
knowledg of its great Riches, and the _ | 
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of trading thither , had given very ſtrange 
Names, calling it Hell, the Elizian Fields, and 
the Fortunate Iſlands : And that for the con- 
founding the Name of Tarſir, they had called 
' by the ſame Name ſeveral Places of our Conti- 
nent., where the Merchants had their Banks and 
their Correſpondencies. Several are perſyaded, 
that the City and Iſland of Caa:z are now what 
was formerly Tarſis. Thoſe Sovereigns pretend- 
ed there were Dragons, Infernal Rivers, ſome- 
times a Cherubim with a flaming Sword ; which 
were probably nothing elſe than thoſe ſtorms 
which are frequent inthe Torrid Zone, and the 
Inſults of Corſairs and Pyrates, who watchr 
the coming of the Gallies and Fleet from Terra 
firma, to get Booty. Several do aſſure us, that 
it was to the Arlanrick Ifle, Hanno the Cartha- 
ginian ſaild, when he conducted towards the 
South-Weſt, a Fleet of Sixty Sail, with Thir- 
ty Thouſand Men. They alſo ſay, That five 
years afterwards, the ſame Hanno, being re- 
turn'd into his own Country , prohibited all 
ſuch Voyages to his Citizens, that their City 
might not be depopulated, by their going to 
dwell there, charmed with the great Riches 
that were to be found in thoſe Countries, for 
fear the Rebels fight make it an Aſyle, to 
the ruine of their State. Thoſe Authors find 
but little credit, who undertake to prove, by a 


feigned Medal of Auguſtus,which was pretended 
to be found in thoſe Parts, or by a ſuppoſed 
Marble, taken out of the ground in Portu- 
gal, under King Emanuel, with Latin Verſes 
© of a forged Syb:l, tonching the Diſcovery of 
© this New World. If it be then true, that Ame- 
754 was known by the Antients, we may Tas

that the perils People muſt expoſe themſelyes 
, to in- traverſing the Seas that are between 
the two great Continents before they arrive 
there, and the little experience the Ancients 
had in Navigation, did make ?*em abandon the. 
perſuit of their Commerce into theſe Regions 
and that had it not been for the fayourable re- 
ON that was made by Ferdinand, King of 

rragon and Caſtile, to Columbus, whoſe Pro- 
poſal had been rejefted by the Government 
of Genoa, the Kings of Portugal, and England, 
we ſhould perhaps be ſtill to learn, if there was 
any other Continent: than ours. 

America 1s divided into two great Parts or 
Peninſula*s, the one Northern, called Mexicana ; 
the other. Southern, called Peruana. This Di- 
viſion is according to the Iſthmus or neck of 
Land which Iyes near Panama, and not accord- 
ing to the Equinoial Line. The Spaniards had 
once a deſign in their heads to cut through that 
Iſthmw, for the ſparing the Charges, which are 
far greater to them in that Tract of Land, by 
the tranſportation of their Merchandizes,when 
they go to Pers, or return from thence, than in 
all the way by Sea they make between Spain and 
America, tho? this way be above two thouſand 
Leagues ; but were not able w bring this Enter- 
Prize of theirs about. The Countries of Nor- 
thern America, are as you go from the North to 
the South Canada or New France, Virginia, Flo- 
rida, New Mexico, Mexioo or New Spain, and 
the Iſlands of the Antilles. You find in Southern 
America, all along the Seas, the Terra firma, 
whereis Caſtella del Oro, and Guyana,Peru,Chils 
Magellanica, Paragnay, where is Tucuman, and 
Is Plata, and laſtly Braſfile, 
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America is environed with the Sea, . if it be 


rated from the Land of Fefſo by the Streights 
of Anien. Thoſe who make it as big as Aſia 
and Africa together , compare its Northern 
part to Aſiz, and its SourBern vo Africa. At has 
the advantage of being fertil and temperate, 
by reaſon of its great and goodly Rivers, and 
of the cool Winds that ariſe there, even in the 
Torrid Zone, where the Inhabitants have not 
the blackneſs which is natural in moſt of the 
Africans, and in*ſome Afiaticks of our Conti- 
nent, Who inhabit under the ſame Zone. This 
makes us ſee.,that the moſt or the lealt heat is not 
always cauſed by the proximity or remorteneſs 
of the Sun, and that which contributes thereto 
often is the {ituation of Places, the diſpoſi- 
tion of the Mountains and Valleys, the quality 
of theSoil,and the diverſity of theWinds which 
blow in thoje reſpeCtive Regions. 

The Riches of America are fo great, that 
Span has drawn out from thence, and does ſtill 
draw every year a predigtious quantity of Gold 
and Silver, of which many private Perſons of 
Europe, both in Peace and War, under divers 
borrowed Names, rTecelve a good fhare. The 
Mines of Poroſy have always furniſh'd an immenſe 
number of Millions. Never were any. Riches 
comparable to thoſe of Arabalipa, and of Guar- 
nacapa, Kings of Peru, 'and to the precious 
Furnitures of the City of C/co. It was no ex- 
traordinary thing, during the Reign of thoſe 
Kings, to ſee in ſome Cities of thoſe Coun- 
treys, Temples Wainſcoted with. Silver, and 
Houſes cover'd with Sheets of Gold. The 
' Spaniards do affirm, Their King draws from 


thence 


thence every' year, above Twelve Millons of 


Livres, by means of the Impoſition he lays 


% 


upon Commodities that are tranſported from 
ſe Parts, as Gold, Silver , Pearls, Eme- 
raulds, Skins, Sugar, Tobacco,Cutchenelle, Sar- 
' zaparilla,Gingerz andſeveral other things. Yet 
it Is made out, that the firſt Expence, for the 
Diſcovery of America,came but toFifteen Thou- 
fand Nucats, which were advanced to Columbus, 
by a Secretary of the King of Spazr. 

. The Mexican and Peruvian, were the only 
Nations among the Americans, who had Cities. 
Theſe Cities, though built by People we ſtyle 
Satvage and Barbarous, yielded in nothing to 
thoſe of Europe, either for bigneſs or magni- 
ficence. .No Horſes were found in all the Con- 
tinent of America. An Indian of good ſenſe, 
reckoned a Horſe in the number of the three 
things he moſt eſteemed ; the two others were 
a new laid Egg, and Light. Horſes gave fo 
much terrour to the Americans , that' for a- 
bove a hundred years they could not be pre- 
vailed with ro mount %tm, The Inhabitants 
are of four ſorts, Exropeans, Metis, Negroes, | 
and Szlvages. Moſt of the Nations of Emrope 
haye Colonies in this Portion of the World, 
which for the moſt part bear . the Names of 
their reſpeCtive Provinces and Cities The 
Spaniards ſtand poſſeſs'd of the greateſt, the 
4 richeſt, and the fertileſt Conntries of America :

Portuguezes have the .Coalts of Brazile : The 
French have Colonies in. Canada, in ſeveral 
Hands, and upon the firm Land : The Engliſh 
have fair and great Eſtabliſhments all along tbe 
Coaſts of Northern America, and in the Iflands : 
The Aetss are thoſe who are born of the Exmro- 
peans and Indians. In the Territories, conquer- 
ed by the Spaniards, they call Croles, thoſe who 
are born of a Spaniſh Man and Woman, and 
theſe are they whom the Spaniards of Europe 
have a mortal averſion to, and whom they put 
by all great Offices, for fear of a Revolt. The 
Negroes are tranſported into America , from 
Angola and other Parts of Africa, to Jabour in 
the Mines, which drudgery the Americans are 
not able to ſupport. The Salvages here live 
commonly on Hunting, Maiz, Caſſave, which 
is their Corn, They have amongit 'em.almoſt 
as many Tongues, as Villages : He who has the 
uſe of thoſe of Mexico, and Caſco, may make 
himſelf underſtood through all America. This 
diverfity of Tongues, is the cauſe that we have 
little knowledge of their Origine. They are 
all naturally dextrous and ative, .good Run- 


'em live like Beaſts, without King, Policy, or * 
Law. The Sun, Moon, nay and the Devil too, 
are conſider'd by them as ſo many Divinities : 
The Sooth-ſayers , who are very numerous in 
theſe Parts, keep 'em in tneſe Errours, The 
Kings of Spain have cauſed five Archb:ſbopricks 
to be erected there, and about thirty Epi- 
ſcopal Sees. The French have one Biſhop in 
Canada, The Portugnezes have at this preſent 
three in Brazile,under the Archbiſhop of St.Sal- 
vagdor, The other Nations, who haye Serrle- 1]

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ments'in theſe Countreys, have likewiſe eſta- 
bliſ'd there.the Religion they profeſs. 
America is not peopled comparatively with the 
Parts of our Continent ; perhaps by reaſon of 
the continual Wars which the Inhabitants wage 
there againſt one another, or elſe becauſe of 
the cruel Treatments the [nd;ans have received 
from the Spaniards : Some Authors do atteſt, 
they have put to Death there ſeveral Millions 
of Perſons, whether for Religion, or for other 
Pretexts ; and that the Blood of thoſe who have 
periſhed in the Mines, where they have been 
forc'd to labour, would weigh more than the 
Gold and Silyer they have thence extratted. 

The Spaniards met with no ſtrong reſiſtance 
in their Conquelts, where they found none to 
make head againſt *tm, but naked People , 
whoſe Armies were eaſl ily broken by the Noiſe 
only of a Canon-ſhot , or at the ſight of a 
Horſe-man. The poor Indians ſtedfaſtly be- 
lieved, That the Spaniards were the Maſters of 
Thunder : ; they thought 'em half Men and half 
Horſes, or ſome Sea-monſters, when they ſaw 
*m on Horſe-back;And when they ſaw them on 
board their Ships, eating Bisket, and drinking 
' Claret, they ſaid they were deſcended from 
Heaven upon a great Bird;that they eat Stones, 
and drank Blood. 

If we conſider the {ſituation of the Iſlands of 
that Part of the World, we ſhall find that C alzr- 
fornia 1s in the Weſt of Northern America; the 
New Lands, the Bermudas, and the Antilles, to- 
wards the Eaſt.

The River of Chayre, upon the Confines of the 
two America's,aftords mcans for the Tranſpor- 
tation of Merchandizes from one Sea to the 
other. £ZOrenoys is the Jargeſt of all thoſe of 
America, The Amazon 1s eiteemed the great- 
eſt, ſtrongeſt, and deepeſt of all thoſe of theſe 
Countreys,and one of the fierceſt inthe World. 

In the Year 1638. the Portugueſe, who were then 
under the Crown oi Spazr, Þalled up this River 
as far as Qu:to in Pern, and came down again 
the following Year.It bas its I:.undations as well 
as the' Nile, whereby the neighbouring Coun- 
trey is not incommoded with Inſc@s: Aboyean 
hundred and ſity ſeveral Nations have been 
obſerved to dw-il in the Netzhbourhocod of this 
great River, and thoſe witch ill intoit. Ca 
Plata has its Name from the Mines of Stiver 
which arc near it. Towards its beginning It 
bears the Name of Purags.: Jy ircr having joyned 
that of Prana; it rows its Waters for above 

hxty Leagues, without any mixture: tis not 
deep, tho” towards its Mouth it 1s fixty or 
elghiy Leagues broad, and ten for the molt 
part of its £ Courſe, where after :aving form'd 
{cveral Hapds, and the gre: teſt CataraC; in the 
World, it keeps its ſwifſtreſs for above forty

"He Name of Canadz is that which the Ca- 

nidians gave their Countrey, thro' which 

paſles the greateſt River of Northern America, 
which they call the River of Canada. 

This Country is full of Woods, and the 
Climate colder than that of Fraxce, tho' both 
be in an egual Diſtance from the Equino@ial. 
Canada furniſhes [Us] with Beavers,Stock-filh, 
Mouſe-skins and Whale-oyl. According to the 
late Relation, you cannot go for half a League 
rogether along the great River, without meet- 
ing with either another River or a Lake. Wood 
colts nothing more than the trouble of cutting 
it. All theſe Conveniencies would be conſide- 
rable, if/there happen'd not from rime to time 
horrible Tempelits, which they call Hurricanes,

for above fix Months. 


The Savages are diſtributed into ſeveral Na-' 


tions under the Government of their Sagamoſes, 
who are the eldeſt of their Families. They 
wear Veſtments,of Skins, almoſt like to thoſe

Hercules, or John Baptiſt, They make uſe of 
Bows and Arrows, the points whereof-they 
garniſh with Iron and Fiſh-bones, and make

They can bring but very 
few-Men into the Field, for which reaſon the 
Exropeens found it no difficult matier to ſettle 
themſelves there, tho' they brought along with 
them for that purpoſe, but very inconſiderable 
Forces.

Thy Jeſuits, Caprchins and other Religious have 
their Concerts. 

Canada contains the following Countries , 
New France, New Denmark, New Wales, New 
Britain, otherwiſe the Land of Labrador, and 
PTerrg Coterialis ; As Cad, Tlew Eng Land, and

{des theſe Countries, there is that of Sage- 


nay, which receives its rame frem 3 River, 


whoſe Mouth is net abovea quarterof a League 
broad, but which enlarges it felt when you go 
up it, and is avove two hundred Fathoms 
deep in ſeveral Places.

Yer the Frexch 
boaſt that they have prevailed over them ; and 
that tho? theſe Savages have been aÞle to bring 
ſeveral Troops into the Field without dit- 
garriſoning or emptying their Retreats , 
which are inacceſhible ; they have nevertheleſs 
been conſtrained to yield to the Arnts of 
France, Their Country is pretty fruitful, ſee- 
Ing it produces Muſcadine Grapes, Lemmons, 
and Melons, even as good as thoſe of Provence 
In France.

-Its Mountain Apalatez 
produces abundance of Copper : Its principal 
River is that of Spirico Santto, or Chucagua 


which falls into the Iexican Gulph. The Coaſt 


Is not over convenlent for great Ships, becauſg 
the Sea is but very ſhallow. The Mand Parts 
are poſleſſed by the Savages, under the Govern- 
ment and Jurifdiftion of divers Parouſtes or Ca- 


ciques, . who are their Lords. Relations ac- 


quaint us with the Brave Reſiſtance they made 
againſt the Spaniards. Theſe Savages adore the 
Sun and Moon. Upon the Coaſt the Spaniard 
holds St. Auſtiz and St. Matthews, two Colo- 


nies of ſmall conſideration,though in each there 
be a Caſtle. St. Auſtin is of the greateſt im- 
portance, by reaſon of its Haven, and its 
nearneſs to the Chanrel of Bahama, where the 
Spaniſh Fleets commonly paſs, when with their 
Cargoes they return from AZavana into Ex 
rope.

New Mexico. 


THis Mexico is cal#d New, becauſe it was 
one of the laſt Conqueſts of the Spaniards 

in Northern America,not being ſubdued till after 
the Year 1583. *'Tis the Ancient Mexico, ac- 
cording to ſome Authors, who fay, its Inhabi- 
tants people part of New Spain. The ſcarcity 
of Victuals, and other Inconveniences of this 
Country, have not hindred the Spaniards from 
going to ſearch for Mines in its Entrails. The 
Natives are Idolaters, and call their Chiefs, - 
Caciques, Jew Mexico, California, Amien , 
Quivira, and Cibola, are its: principal Parts, 
and Santafe the moſt conſiderable Town. Cali- 
fornia, on whoſe Coaſts ſome Pearls are found, 
is one of the greated Iſlands in the World. 
Anian gives its Name to a famous Streight, be- 
yond which is the Land of Feſſa. The Wealth 
of Quivira conſiſts in certain Bulls or Oxen, 
which are very beneficial to the Inhabitants ; 
their” Fleſh is their Food : Of their Skins they 
make Cloaths,and Coverings for their Houſes ; 
Thread of their Hair ; Bow-ſtrings of their 
Nerves; Awls and Bodkins of their Bones ; 
Trumpets and Bugles of their Horns ; they 
preſerve Water in their Bladders, and make . 
Fewel of their Dung dried. This Creature 
W has ſomething of the. Lyon, the Camel, the 
_ Goat, and the Sheep. There is in Cibola, 

= Crandeda, Acoma, and ſome other Fortreſles : 
K vpon the Mountains, Paliſadoes and Ditches,

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"THe 1n4:ans game this Country Mexico, and 
the Spaniards, New Spain ; fo that hereby 
they call their King, the King of Spains. The 
Spaniards here eſtabliſhed in this Country ſeve- 
ral rare Colonies, as in the moſt conſiderable 
of their Conqueſts, notwithſtanding the miſ- 
underftanding that aroſe between Cortez and 
Varvaez, their principal Commanders. This 
Region, tho' under the Torrid Zone, ſeetns to 
enjoy a perpetual Spring, by reaſon of. the 
purity of its Air, and the goodneſs of its Soyl. 
*Tis the fineſt, the moſt agreeable, and the 
moſt populous of all America : All Northern 
America 1s called. Mexicana. It has Mines of 
Gold and Silver, wherein they work with more 
. eaſe than in thoſe of Peru : The Silver that is - 
drawn from thence, is unqueſtionably the beſt. 
in the World. It produces that admirable _ 
Plant of Magucaz, which produces ſmall Wine, 
Vinegar, Honey, Needles, Thread, Stuffs, and 


\ 
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Timber proper for building: It has 
Hides, Silk, Wool, Balm, Sugar, Salt that is 
made in its Lakes, and ſeveral ſorts of good 
Fruits. It has all the Commodities of Exrope, 
unleſs Wine and Oyl. Formerly *cwas an Ele- 
five Kingdom, full of great Cities, governed . 
with great Policy,and its Inhabitants very civil. 
Its Kings could bring into the Field; Armies of 
three or four hundred thouſand tall fighting 
Men. The Kings of Spain, who have a Vice- 
Roy there, whoſe Reſidence 1s in the Caſtle of 
Mexico, have taken care to erect ſeveral Biſhop- 
ricks, The Mexicans are well made, dext'rous 
in melting their Metals, and in making Pictures 
of their Feathers, which they have off their 
Cincons, ſmall Birds of their Country, which 
live only upon Dew. They keep their Balls in 
the open Field, where it 1s pleaſant to ſee %em 
Dance, or rather make Gamboles, 2nd per- 
form the Double-Somerſer , ſometimes two or 
three thouſand together. 
Formerly the Mexicans divided their Coun- 
tries into hot and cold. At preſent the Spa- 
niards reckon their ſeveral ſmall Provinces; as 
New Galicia, Guadalaira, New Biſcay, Mexico, 
Mechoacan, Panuco, jucatan, Guatimala, Hon- 
duras ., Nicaragua , Coſtarica, Veragua, and 
others. They have eſtabliſh'd Royal Audiences, 
I mean Parliaments , at /d:x:ico5 Guaaalaira , 
and Guatimala, There is a fort of Ravenous 
Birds in Gzadalaira, which are not much greater 
than- our. Sparrows, and nevertheleſs make a 
Whorrible Deſtruttion of their Corn . They have 
Bees too without Stings. The Province of 
Mexico, properly taken, is that which lyes near 
Fe City of Mexico, the greateſt, richelt _=- 
| eff 
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beſt-peopled of all America. This City ſuffer'4 
a great loſs in the Year 1629: all its Diguez, 
and moſt of its Houſes, having been carried 
away by the violence of the Waters, its fitua- 
tion being near a Salt-water-Lake, of about 
twenty five or thirty Leagues in Circuit, where 
. there enters another Lake of ſweet Water, 
Since that, it has been rebuilt, and has full x 
hundred thouſand Horſes, great and ſmall. Be- 
fore the coming of the Spaniard into this Coun- 
try, there were ſeveral Places very conlide- 
rable near Mexico, Chulula contained above 
twenty thouſand Houſes,with as many Temples 
as there are Days in the Year ; and its Inhabj- 
: tants did annually put to death five or fix thou: 
E- ſand of their Children, in ſacrificing them to 
| their Idols. Tezexco was twice as big a Seville 
In Spain. Queretaro had a Fountain which wou'd 
furniſh Water for four years together , and 
ceaſe running four years after. Los Angetoz,

Nder the Name of Aztilles are generally 

known, all the Iflands of the North Sea, 

which are between Florida, New Spain, and the 
Firm- Land of Southern America. 

The Luccayes ſeem to be ſocalled from that 
of Lucayonequo, Bahama gives its name there to 
a Channel wondrouſfly rapid from the South to 
the North, and famous at preſent for the paſ- 
{age of the Spaniſh Fleets in their return from 
Mexico, and from the Terra-Firma of America: 
in Europe. Bimini which 1s a place of no caſte 
Acceſs, by reaſon of the Flats and Rocks there- 
abouts, has had the renown of having .a Foun- 
tain which made people young again, becauſe 
the Women there were extraordinary Beauti- 
ful, and that for their ſakes ſeveral Men went 
ro dwell there. Guanahani is. that which was 
firſt ſpied out by Columbas, who called it Sar. 
Salvader, by reaſon it was the cauſe of ſaving, 
him .from the Conſpiracy of his Men, who a 
little before would have caſt him into the Seaz 
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becauſe they met not ſo ſoon as they expected, 
' with thoſe lands whereof he had given them 
ſuch hopes. . 
Hiſpagniola [otherwiſe Saint Domingo ] 15 the 
\ firſt Country in the New World, where the 
Spaniards built Towns and Fortreſſes. It has a- 
bundance of Cattle, Hides, Calla, Sugar, and 
Ginger, Cccheneal, Gviacum, and other Herbs 
for Phyſick and Dying. It has Mines, from 
whence came the firſt and fineſt Gold of America, 
here was found that rare piece of Gold which 
weighed full thirty ſeven pouhd,and was loſt in 
the way when it was bringing to Spain. It has 
little Birds called Cayeros, which gives ſuch a_ 
light in the night time, that by them one may 
ſee ones Way plainly,and hunt,and fiſh,and read 
and write ; and the Prieſts make uſe of them by 
Night inſtead of Candles to read in their Brevi- 
aries. Amongſt the Fiſhthat are taken upon that 
Coaſt, there is the MManate, which is a Sea-Calf 
above twenty foot long : The Revers which is 
very ſmall, and ſerves to catch Fiſh of another 
ſort, by faſtning them on the Thorns of its 
Back. St. Domingo, the Metropolis. of the Ile 
Hiſpanola, drove formerly a more conſiderable 
Trade than it does at preſent: The French have 
pollefled the moſt Weſtern part of this Iland, 
where they have a great number of Buccariers,as 
well as the little Ifland /a Tortze, which is near 
It; this has made the Spaniards change the 
Courſe they held when they returned intoSparn. 
Cuba is more fertile and temperate than Hiſþa- 
ola, It has Parrots, Partridges, Turcles, and 
. Gold-ſand in its Rivers; for which Reaſon; 
Yome Authors have placed here the Country of 
Ophir, from whence Solomon ſent for his Gold:

One of the Caciques or petty Kings of that 
Hand, having made his eſcape out of the hands 
of the Spaniards, told his People that the Gold 
and Silver of their Country was the God of 
their Enemies, ſince that to poſleſs it, they: 
ſought for it in their very Entrails, and that fo 
to enjoy their own Repole, they muſt abandon 
it all to them. Another of thoſe Cacrques being 
Condemned to be burnt, was follicited by a 
Prieſt to turn Chr:;/tizn, that be might go into 
Paradice, but he openly proteſted he woald nor 
20 thither, ſince Spaniard; were there too. The 
Poor Savages abhorred them to that degree, 
that they abſtained from their Wives,that their 
Children might not become Slaves to ſuch Ma- 
ſters ; And when they fell ypon them to boy- 
canize them,or to eat their Fleſh, it was rather 
out of Revenge, than out of any Reliſh they 
found therein ; for they frankly ſaid, That the 
Fleſh of a Sp.anzard was too hard, and that to 
make it fit for eating, it was firſt to be ſouz'd 
3nd mollified for two or three Days 1n Vinegar, 
Se. Fago is the capital City, with a Sea-port

of Sr. Fohn, has Sugar, Ginger, Caſſia and Skins ; 
this is the [land where the Spaniards paſled for 
Immortals, till one Salſedo was drowned, at the 
Paſſage of the River Guargbo. 


The Caribby Iſlands are twenty eight princi- 
pal Ones, polleſſed for the moſt part by Eure- 
pears, ſometimes they have been called by the 
Name of Camereanes, and bcauſe they are more 
Eaſtern, and as in the Head of the Others, they = 
have had particularly attributed to them thar "A 
of the Antilles, which ſeems ought to be com- E: 
mon to all the Neighbouring Iflands. They 
enjoy ſo temperate an Air, that they feel! there 
no exceſſive Heats,nor do they ever ſee any Ice. 
There is indeed but. three Seaſons, the Spring, 
nl Omer and Autumn, unleſs we give the name 
of Winter to the rainy Seaſon. They have 
all manner of good Pulſe very pleatifully ; bur . 
their Corn does not attain to its Maturity, and 
©, can Only ſerye to make Green-ſawce of. There

are Trees which produce excellent Fruits, and 
others which furniſh Wood for Phyſick, for Dy- 
ing, for the Carpenters, uſe, and Wainſcot- 
ting. Thoſe Parts of theſe Iflands go un 
_ der the Name of Cabiſſi-terre, which have che 
Cape to the Wind, which in thoſe Parts blows 
almoſt always from the Eaſt: and Buſs-terre ig 
called what is towards the Weſt. They name 
the little Mountains MMarnes, the Villages Car- 
bets, the great Winds of ſhort continuance; 
Rufales; and thoſe that: take their Turn a- 
round the Horizon, Huricanes, Theſe Hurry- 
canes often cauſe great diſorders : They com- 
monly happen at the times of the Equinox up» 
on the Eaſtern Coalts. The Pilots foreſeeing 
them,get their Ships off from the Shore. Saint 
Chriſtophers has Colonies of the French, who in 


the Year 1627, ſharcd it with the Engliſh 


-eltabliſhing Cuſtoms, which have lince been re 
ceived inthe Neighbouring Iſlands : No Place 
is there out of Frarce, where the French have 
a greater Eſtabliſhment ; Its Governour is ſaid 
to be able to bring ſeven or eight thouſand Fool 
into the Field, belides ſeveral Troops of Horſe; 
and they have four good Forts. Afartinico has 
about _1000 French, befides Indians, and Ne 
427065 in great numbers. Guadaloupa, vulgarly 
Gardeloupa, furniſhes irecſh Water to' the Ships 
that come from Europe, It has made great Ad- 
vantage of the Ruines of che Darch Colony 0 
Recif in Braſil. This occaſioned its veing Cul 


tivated' with Sugar-Canes, whereby it has pro 


fired more than by the Tobacco Trade, drove 
before. 
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| > org is one of the beſt of the Antilles, and 
the moſt conſiderable of them, which the 
Engliſh poſſeſs. They have there above twenty 
thouſand Inhabitants beſides the Savages and 
Slaves, who are full as many again. It has two 
. or three ſmall Hills which are very fruitful,and 

fit for Culture, to the very top. This Iſland 1s 
divided into Eleven PrecinCts or Pariſhes; in 
which are fourteen Charches and Chappels,and 

is throughout beſet with Houſes, and no great 
diſtance from one another, ſo full of Planters is 
'1t; but the principal Towns are St. Michaels, 
formerly called the Bridge-town, or Indian- 
-M Friage, ſituated at the bottom of Charlesle Bay, 
in the: Southern Part of this Iſle. This Bay is 
in the form of a Creſcent, yery capacious, deep» 
and ſecure for Ships ; being big enough to ſe- 
cure five hundred Veſlels at once, from all 
Storms. The Town is long, containing ſeveral 
Streets, and adorned with abundance of well- 
built Houſes, being the Place of Reſidence of 
the Governour , or His Deputy, where the 
Courts of Judicature are kept. It hath two 
Trrong Forts oppoſite to each other for its De- 
tence, and the Security of the Ships, but the 
Town,is ul] ſeated, the Ground being lower 
» than the Banks of the Sea ; Little Briſtol,  for- 
merly Spr:ghts Bay, {ituated about four Leagues - 
from St. A4:chael,a commodious Road for Ships, 
well frequented, and defended by two ſtrong 
Forts; St. Fames, formerly. called the Hall, ay

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| Ships alſo, and 1s aPlace of confiderable Trade: 
Alſo Charles-Town, about two Leagues from 
Sr. Michael, where are kept weekly Markets, 


are alſo ſeveral good Bays belonging to this 
Iſland, as Fowle- Bay, Auſtins-Bay, ax wel- Bay, 
- &c. and here are divers Caves, ſome of which 
are very deep, and large enough to hold five 
hundred Men, and thoſe Caves are often the 
SanEtuaries of ſuch Negro-Slaves as run away, 
and it is ſuppoſed that theſe Caves were the Ha- 
bitations of the Natives. The Riches and 
Commodities cf the Iſland, contliſt in Indico, 
Cotton, and Ginger in great abundance, Log-

and imported, 'as Camels, Horſes, Aſre- 
groes, Oxen, Bulls, Cows, Sheep, Goats and

catch them, and tye them to their Hands and 
Feet and make uſe of them inſtead of Lazthorns, 
which arc forbidden them ; here are alſo abun- 
dance of Fruits, as Dates, Oranges, Pamgra- 
nates, Citrons, Lemmons, Icacos, Cherries, 
Rziſins, 1n:4:an Figs, Pine-Apples, the rareſt 
Fruit in the 1ndzes, with ſeveral other ſorts ;

It's ber 
called fo, as being the firſt Land of the Con- Jn 
Linent of America that was diſcovered after the Wth 
Iſlands. Its City of Panama upon the South Sea, Pot 
is the Store-Houſe, or Magazine of the Gold JK: 
" and Silver ef Peru, which is afterwardscarried Wc 
by Land to Porto Belo, which is ſixteen or eigh- 
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teen Leagues from thence,upon the North Sea, 
which is much augmented from the ruins of the 
City of Nombre de Dios, which the ill Ay had 
cauſed the Spaniards to abandon. At Porto- Belo 
this Gold and Silver is put on board of Ships, 
which carry It into Spar, In the Way from Pa- 
nama to Porto- Belo, they have the Conventency 
of the River of Chagre, if they pleaſe to make 
uſe of 1t, and then departing from Panama, you 
have but five Leagues by Land ; after which 
they Embark upon that River.

Its In- 
habitants had formerly peculiar Places, whi- 
ther they carried the Bodies of their Dead,with 
their Gold, their Necklaces, and other moſt 
precious Ornaments: The Spaniards to take Ad- 
vantage of this, have ſhewn thoſe Relicks the 
Light for the ſecond time ; the City which 1s in 
a Peninſula, has had its Name from the reſem- 
blance of its Harbour with that of Cartagena 
in Europe, *Tis one of the beſt of America, the 
Rendezvouze of the Fleets' which come from 
Cadiz. for the Terra-firma.

they changed their deſign, and choſe rather t9 
return into their Country ; New Ardaluſia is 
otherwiſe called Paria, from its great River; 
Its Coalt as well as that of Yenezuela, goes uUn- 
der the name of Coſta de lis Perlas, by reaſon of 
the Pearl-fiſhing that is there, ſince they have 
ceaſed ſo doing in the NeighbourhooJ of the 
Iſles of Margareres and Cabagna. Some  Indi- 
ans maintain and defend themſelves there: {fl 
againſt the Spaniards; and moſt of the Sea 
Towns have often been pillaged and plunder'd 
by the Engliſh, That of Comana bas Salt Pits 
E in its Neighbourhood.

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of their Families. Some Relations make men: 
tion of Amazons inhabiting there, or rather 
great Women, who make War with an admi- 
rable Dexterity and Valour ; that thoſe of the 
Ifle of Arower, which 1s at the Month of the 
Amazon River, go particularly under that 
Name; by reaſon of their long Hair: IT hat there 
are ſome Nations in thoſe Parts, where they 
truck their Women, and where the Men com- 
monly ſeek after the oldeſt, becauſe they are 
more laBorious, and fitter than the young for 
the management of their Buſineſs. 

The Inhabitants of Guayana are long liv'd, 
by reaſon of the good Air they breath. The 
Eaſt Winds are regularMere and It 1s never 
exceſſive Hot or Cold. There are Places 
proper for the cultivating of Manivc, for 
Cotton, for Sugar and Tobacco, and others, 
which furniſh Gums, Timber, Precious Stones 
of ſeveral forts, Parrots and Monkeys. Hurt 
ing and Fiſhing are here equally uſeful and plea 
fanr. | 

1anca, near theLake Panima, the principal 
City of Gzayaa, 1s called Eldorado, by reaſon 
of the quantity of Gold, which 1s ſaid to be 
there ſo great, both in Colin, Plate, Armour, 
and other Furniture, that the Inhabirants make 
their Arms cf it, cover their Bodies with it, 
afier having rubbed them with Oyl or Balm: 
from whence it comes, that People would make 
this Town pals for the Richeſt in the World. 

Tie Iſland Cayere, the principal Colony ol 
the Frezci in thoſe Parts, Is fixteen, or ſever 
teen Leagucs in circumference , whereof. 1 
preſents five to the Sea, the reſt is between 
the Arms of the River of the ſame Name. -I 
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has ſeyera Hills and Meadows which are there 
called Savares.

ERVU is ſo conſiderable a Region, that the 
Spaniards thought fitting to comprehend 
under that Name;all the other Parts of the Sou- 
thern America. It is* almoſt all under the 
Torrid Zone, and yet it has not the Qualities 
of the Countreys + of the Hemiſphere., - that 
arein the ſame Zone. There are three ſorts of 
Countreys very different from one another, the 
Plain, the Mountainous, and the Andes. The 
Plain, which borders upon the Sea, and where 
it hardly ever Rains, is ſandy, and fubje&t to 
WM Earthquakes, and but ten or twelve Leagyes in 
breadth. The Mountainous, which . has - full 
10 twenty, conſiſts in Valleys, in Hills, and Mout- 
i tains, where It is very cold. The Azaes, that 
fl are as broad as the mountainous Part,and where 
Wl there be almoſt always continual Rains, are 
0 Mountains exceſliyely high, and nevertheleſs . 
, -fettile and well peopled: $So as nnder the 
Md Name of Pers, many more Territories have 
ol been contained: than thoſe that have been con- 
quered. neY 
The Spaniards have a Vice-Roy in this Comm: 
trey , where they bave particularly fortified 
. Arica, as a Sea-Port, whither are brought the 
Commadities of Lima, and the'Riches of. Po- 
toſs, They invaded this Kingdom: ur der Pi- 
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Zarra, in the Year 1525. the Civil Wars which 
followed, did for ſome time retard the abſo- 
late Conquelt. The Indians not being able tg 
defend themſelves, pay them Tribute. The 
King of Spain draws immenſe Sums from the 
Mines of Per#; the principal Towns have al- 
moſt all of *em ſome, and the Fond of Earth is 
there often of Gold and yilver ; for which Rex- 
ſon Pers is without con radiCtion, the richeſt 
Country in the World. lr is certain, that the 
; "=> brought from thence to the value of 
above twenty millions of Ducats, in the firſt 
- * Voyage they made thither. The Security ofthe 
Ways is ſo great, tha: Commodities cften to 
the Worth of three or four” hundred thouſand 
Ducats are frequently condncted under the Con- 
voy only of Four Moſqueteers. 

The Incas had icinn'd hereditarily in Pers 
for above three hundred Years, before the 
coming of the Spamards. They hud cauſed 
there to be made two Royal 7 278, Lhe 

- one inthe Pliin, where they were 4t great 
Charges in ſetling the Sand ; and the other in 
the Mountains, where it was neceilary to fill 
up ſeveral Valleys. Theſe Ways were eacir of 
'em five hundred Leagues in Jength, and there 

- were Houſes whereTravellers were entertain'd 
by the Inhabitants,with all the care 2nd civility 
-imapinable: The ſame Jncas had alſo caufed 
Temples to be built ro the Sun, to the Moon, 
pry the Stars, which they called the Moons Wait- 

ng Genttewomen, to Lightning, to Thunder, 
ps. the Rain-bow, which they ſaid was the 
Executioner of the Kings Juſtice. Some fay, 
that their Pol:cy reſerabled in fome manner 
that of the Greeks and R2m1s ; that their Go- 
verntnent 
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vernment was full of Eaſe, Franchiſes, and 
Liberality. They divided the World into 
three Parts, High, Low, and Subterranean , 
ſignifying thereby, Heaven, Earth, and Hell. 
Atabalippa,one of the laſt of thoſe Incas,ſaid, The 
Pope was not wiſe, to give away what belonged 
not to him; and that he the ſaid Arabalippa, 
had right to prefer the Divinity of the Sun,be- 
fore that of a Crucified Man:He likewiſe threw 
down upon the Ground a Brevtary that was of- 
fered him, becauſe it ſpoke not a Word, and 
they had made him hope it would tell him fine 
things. This unhappy Prince having been de- 
feated and taken by the Spaniards at Camamalca, 
offered zs much Gold as a Room ſeven and twen- 
ty foot 'in lenghth could hold , ſeventeen in 
breadth, and proportionably high, to the half 
of its height: Notwitſtanding which, he was 
put todeath, as a Conſpiratour and a Tyrant. 
W ltis-not to be wondred at the abundance of the 
1H Incas Gold and Silver, ſince they had in Gold all 
the Animals and Plants they had the knowledge 
of, and had Temples, where they plac'd a 
number of Statues of pure Gold, and an infi- 
_ nite company of Precious Stones : Thoſe rich 
OY Fabricks have been demoliſh'd by the Spaniards, 
| in hopes of fiading Gold in the Materials and 
a joyning of the Stones, which were cemented 
< with it, tho' they were of a prodigious big- 
neſs. ; 

The Provinces of Pers, are Quito, los Reyes, 
los Charcas, la Sierra. Quito has a great deal 
oi Gold, Cotton, and Medicinal Herbs, and a 
Town of the ſame Name, the ancient Abode of 
a) Nl the 72ca Guainacapa, The Province de los Reyes, 

has the fineſt Cities of the Country, Lima and 


Cuſce / 
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Cuſco. Limais new, and one of the beſt of all 
America : Its great Trade, as well as the Reſi. 
dence of the Vice-Roy, and of the Archbiſhop, 
have rendred it the Capital of Peru. Callao, 
a Sea-port-Town, two Leagues from Zima, 
is capable of receiving .and ſecuring ſeve- 
ral Ships. Cuſco, built four hundfed Years 
before the Spaniards took it, is very Popu- 
tous, becauſe the Kings kept commonly their 
Court there, and oblig'd the Cacrqnues, or 
Lords of the Countrey, to build each a Houſe 
there, and make it the place of their Chil- 
drens Reſidence. There 1s in the Province 
de los Chareas, the Cities de la Plata , and 
Potoſi ; this laſt, one of the beſt inhabi-þ 
ted in all the Weft IJndzes: It has all the 
Conveniencies and Delights of Life ; and for 
that Reaſon ſeveral Perſcns go to dwell there. 
The Silver-Mices of its Mountain are really 
the richeſt in: the World; they are in- no 
wiſe ſubjeCt .to the Inconventencies of the 
Waters, which commonly incommode 0- 
ther Mines. The King of Spain drew thence 
formerly every Year above a Million of Du- 
cats: for his Fifth; but ſince, they are 
much diminiſted. The Spaniards are not” ſpa- 
ring of proclaiming from time to time the 
difcovery of other Mines in their Provinces of 
America.

F1\Hili derives its Name from one of- its 
\_ Valleys, or from the Cold which--Petoptke 
ſuffer in its Mountains , that environ it. to- 
wards the North. and Eaſt. The difficulty of 
paſſing through thnele Mountains, obtiges' the 
Spaniards-of Peru, when they 20 thither,xo take 
their way by Sea : They have had it in pefleffion 
ſince the Year 1554. . Some parts of this Caun- 
try are ſo Fruitful and Pleaſant: ,:tehiefly 


WM towards the Sea-Coaſts, that there ar&-yone 


of all America that better reſemble thoſe of 
Europe, which we eſteem the fineſt. They, have 
Oſtridges, Copper, and the pureſt Gold inthe 
World: there are ſo many Mines of that-pre- 
cious Metal; that Chil; 1s compared toa golden 
Sheet, which has made the King of Spain re- 
ſolve to keep itz tho' what he holds there , 
coſts him more ro defeng, than: the xelt he has 
in America, The Cold is excellive. - "Almagre 
loſt more Men and Horſes: by the Colds ' than 
by the Sword. Art the four Months end, after 
he had invaded tiiis Country, tliey found ſome 
of his Troopers dead, in the ſame poſture , 
and as freſh as if they had but juſt mounted on 
 Horſe-back The Rivers only run -in-the day 
time,and remain frozen during the Night. This 
does not hinder, but there are a number of 
Fulcanos's, or Mountains belching forth Fire. 
The Spaniards have a Governour, who depends 
on the Vice-Roy of Peru. The Araques made 
luch a Reſiſtance againſt them, that in the 
; r. Year 
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Year 1641, they were conſtrain'd to - 
Peace with them. There is not in all Ame 
rica a more Warlike and Valiant People than 
theſe Araugues ; they know how to make 
Swords, Muskets, and Cuiraſles : They have 
[the dexterity to draw up in Battel, to Attack, 
:fight ina Retreat, to Encamp advantagioully, 
to build Forts, and they put in practice moſt 
of the ſtratagems of War ; which they have 
learnt in having ſeen them but once uſed. They 
have. often ſurpriz'd and ruin'd Cities,. maſſ> 
;cred Garriſons; they have alſo demoliſhed the 
 Footrefles : of : Arauco, Turen, Tucapel : An 
Arauque. makes nb difficulty to attack a Spe 


. nad; 

-_ Fago, the Conception ; and the Impe 
3#4al,\-ArC the principal Cities of .Chils : Sa 
- Fage has1 Its.Sea-Port, called Falparaiſo : The 
Conception» 1s. the abode: of the Governaur, by 
.-.;reafon-of the Neighbouthood of the AFaugue,, 
La AMecha, at five Leagues. diſtance: from the 
Terrg firma, is a ſmall iſle, where the Ships go 
often to; take in. freſh Water, and where ſeve 
ral Inhabitants of-Chilz have taken refuge, to 
exempt. themſelves from the rigour of the Sp 
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: Magellanica. 


Agellanicais at the point of Southern Ame- 
| rica , near the Streights of . Magellan. 
'Tis ſometimes called Chia, and the Country 
of the Patagons. *'Tis a Land very poor and 
ſubje&t to cold, by reaſon of its high Moun-. 
tains, whereon Snow 1s almoſtever lying. The 
Natives dwell in Dens, where they adore the 
Devil, for fear he ſhould do them ſome Miſ- 


chief. The Engliſh, Spaniards, and Hollanders, 


have given very different. Names to the Places 
to which they have reſorted. The Spaniards, 
in the time of their King Phzlip II. built Czu- 
dad del Rey Filippe, and ſome other Fortreſ- 
ſes at the Eaſtern entrance of the Streight of 
Magellan, with deſign to hinder their Ene- 
mies from paſſing into the South-Sea; But the 
Channel was found too large for the compaſling 
luch an Enterprize, and the want of Viduals 
caus'd that Colony to periſh there. So that 
Ciudad was called Puerto del fame. The Haven 
of St. Fulian, where Magellan wintered and 
puniſhed his Mutineers, and the wiſh'd-for Ha- 
yen, are upon the Eaftern Coaſt. Here is Swet 
Water, wherewith moſt Ships have provided 
themſelves, as thoſe of /dagellan, Drakes, Can- + 
diſh, Olivier de Nort, le Maire, Schouten, - and 
others, that have touch'd there. The Spaniſh 
Relations affirm; There are Men called Patagons, 
ten foot high, that will thruſt Arrows of two 
foot and a half long, down to the bottom of 
their Stomach, and draw ?m out again, without

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receiving any harm ; that eat at one Meal, + 


great. Basket full of Bisket, and drink as much 
Wine, as a Horſe can drink Water ; that one 
alone can carry a Tun of Wine; that three or 
four of *em can launch a Ship into the Seaz that 
they run as ſwift as Staggs ; and Iaſtly, that 
fifty Spaniards can hardly bind one of theſe Pa- 
tagons. The Engliſh, who have ſince landed in 
Magellanica, relate things quite contrary to 
what-is before ſpecified, and ſay, That the In- 
habitants there are not bigger than the: Exro- 
peans. 
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cuman 184 temperate Country, interlac'd 
'L with ſeveral Rivers, which after having 
watered the Plains, fall into the great River 4d: 
la Plata. Its Inhabitants are docible, and in- 
genlous, being more given to Peace than War ; 
the Spaniſh Captain,who ſubdued them,ftocd in 
no need of very conſiderable Troops for that 
purpoſe. They obey Cac:ques, their, Lords; 
their Riches conliſt in Cattle, The Spaniards 
have there a Governour, and their Principal 
Town 1s San-Fago a El.Eftero. Cordpua is the 
next beſt Town of Tucuman.Chaco and Trapalar 
daare two of its principalCountreys. ItsPeople, 
Quirandies towards the Southern Part,haye much 
of the Scythian humour'; they have their move- 
able Habitations,and have always made a great 
refittance againſt the Spariards, I 
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La Plata. 


THe Name of La Plata was given by the 


| Spaniards to this Country, anda great Ri- 
yer which waters it, 1n conſideration of the 


Silver they received there, and of the 


Mines they found. This Country 1s pleaſant 
and fertile : It has a good Corn: So1l, Vineyards, 
fruitful Trees, and Cattle in abundance. It 
has a Rock, which by Ant:itheſis is called Poor. 
Several Europeans have had a paſſionate dehire to 
ſettle themſclve here, in hopes of finding great 
Treaſure. The King of Spaiz 1s acknowledg'd 
in moſt of the places of De 1a Plata: Wherefore 
in the Year 1680, the Colonies of the Coun- 
try ſent Men to hinder the ſettlement of the 
Portugueſe in the Iſles St, Gabriel, near Buenos- 
aires, The Spaziſh Governour has his Reſidence 
in the City of the Aſſumption, wherein There is 
a Garriſon. The true Parazuzy is towards the 
beginning of the great River of the ſame 
Name, which in our Tongue lignthes the River 
of Feathers, Parana is along the River, which 
has Catarats, or falls of Water, near two 
hundred Yards high. Buenos-arres 1s one of the 
belt Spaniſh Colonies, by reaſon of the Com- 
merce it 'drives in Braſile, from whence it re- 
ceives the Merchandizes of Europe ; -Which has 
Invited the Spaniards of Potoſi to go often thi- 
ther to furniſh themſelves with Nereſlaries, in 
exchange for their Ingots of Silver, notwith- 
nding therigorousProhibitions of their King, 
whoſe Rights are loſt by theſe means. A Propo- 
ſal was made to his C atho!ick, Majeſty, to have 
E-3 "Te 


( 54) : 
his Silver of Peru brought this way, which 
is-much nearer and ſhorter than that of P4- 
mama : But he thought not fitting to con- 
ſent to it, for fear his Subje&s ſhonld commu: 
nicate their Commerce of Silver with the Poy- 
tugueſe of Braſile, The Inhabitants have great 
Trees, which they call Zaznes, whereof they 
make Boats all of a piece. They ſhew the right, 
Ways to ſeveral places by the felling of Trees: 
" and as thoſe Trees are ſome green, others ei- 
ther black, yellow, or red,the Foreits are agree- 
ably diverſifyed bp them. The Orechons are 
there remarkable for the bignels of their Ears, 
According to the Relacions of the Year 1627, 
there are in La Plata, People more Civiliz'd, 
and more ſuſceptible of our Arts and Religion, 
than in the other parts of America ; they ſay 
that according to a Tradition, left their Fore 
Fathers by St. [homas, whom they call St. Sun, 
Prieſts ſhould come 1nto their Country with 
the Croſs to inſtruCt them,and teach them their 
Salvation.

TD &afile has its Name common with a ſort of 

Wood, which it furniſhes in abundance. 
It was called the Country of the Holy Croſs, 
when diſcovered in the Year 1501, in the 
Name of the King of Portugal. It extends @ 
long the North Sea towards the North. It ba 
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great Rocks under Water, whoſe Maths make. 
ſeveral 'good Harbours. Its Bounds' towards 
the Weſt are unknown ; thoſe it has towards 
the.South, are placed diverſly according tothe 
will of the Caſt+lians and Portugueſe, who; ex- 
plain, their own way; the Regulation of the 
Year 1493, each pretending the Poſſeſſion of 
the River La Plata, with that of the. Molucco 
Iſlands, and cauling Geographical Cards to be 
made for that purpoſe to their own advantage. 
By the Regulation above mentioned, Alex- 
gnder VI. whom S:ixtus V. liſts in the Rank 
of the three greateſt Popes of the Churchs in- 
veſted Ferdinand King of Arragon, and 1ſabella 
Queen of Caſii/e his Wife, - in all the Lands, 
which they ſhould cauſeto be Diſcovered on the 
Weſt of a Line, which was imaginarily to be: 
drawn from one Pole to the other, a hundred 
Leagues beyond the {lands Azores: W hat ſhould 
be diſcovered on the Eaft of that Line, was to 
belong to the King of Portugal. Now thedifh- 
culty was in the Execution: The Caſt:lians 
would reckon thoſe hundred Leagues , from 
the moſt Weſtern of the Azores; the Por- 
tugneſe, from the moſt Eaſtern, with deſign of 
making it paſs,for what they abandoned within 
the Deſarts of America, the rich Poſſeſſion of 
the Molucco's, which lince was. pawned to their 
King, by the Emperour Charles V. for Three 
handred and fifty thouſand Ducats. In ſhort, 
theſe two Nations not agreeing in this Aﬀair, 
no more than in ſeveral others, the Portugueſe 
reckon'd, as Braſile, all that extends, from the 
River Maranon, unto that of La Plata, and the 
Spaniards plac?d the Southern Bounds of it at the 
Capitania of St. Vincent. lnthe Year 1680. the 
E 4 Por- 
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Pirtupueſes have fhewn;by theirDeſcent into the 
Iſlands of St. Gabriel, that they mean not to 
_ abatethe leaſt of their Pretenſions. 

Tho? Braſile be under the Torrid Zone, its Air 
. is-Femperate,its Waters the beſt inthe World, 

- Its Inhabitants live ofterf a hundred and fifty 
Years and more. Beſides the Woods of Brafile 
there is Amber, ,Balm, Tobacco, Whale-Oyl, 
Cattle, Confitures ; SUgar In abundance, the 
Engines with which they prepare It, being of 
great Value. There are Juch Animals, Trees, 
Fruits, and Roots,as are not ſeen in other parts, 
The Serpents, Adders, Weter-ſnakesand Toads, 
have no Venome,and ſerve for Food for the In- 
habitants. The Fieids arc deſtined to Sugars, 
the Mountains for W oods, and the Valleys for 
Tobacco. for Fruits and for Mandioehc,which is 
2 kind of Root, which thelnhabitants maketheir 
Bread of. In this Region is an Herb called Y/7va, 
which if toncht, will ſhut up as a Dazy in the 
N1ght, and will not open till the Party that In- 
jured it be out of ſighi. Moſt of the Towns are 
not of above an boadred, cr an hundred and 
twenty Houſes. 

The Coaſt of Brafile is divided into four- 
teen Prefe&ures, or Loraſiins, which are called 
Capitania's, and beloiig at prejent all to the 
Forenghele. In the Year 1654, the Hellangers 
loft all they had Conquered in theie Parts, the 
War they had then with Ensland not ſuffering 
them ro {ſendSuccours thither,and thePortugueſe 
Colonies were there much better eſtabliſhed 
than theirs. In the Year 1662, the Portugueſe 
entred into Treaty with them,to give them Sa- 
risfaction, that they might not have them their 


EDenies,at FRG ſame time they were to defend 
them- 
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themſelvesagainſt the Spaniards. Amongſt the 
Capitania's; Tamuraca is the moſt ancient, tho' 
the ſmalleſt : Fernambuca is eſteemed a Terre- 


ſtrial Paradice, by reaſon of the Beauty of its 
Territory. Bahia de todos os Santos, to the Ci- - 


ty of San-Salvador, is at preſent an Archbiſhops 


See, and the Reſidence of the Governour : It 
was taken in the Year 1624, by the Hollanders, 
who got ſuch a Booty there, that each Soldier 
had for his ſhare above Fifteen thouſand 
Crowns : This good fortune occaſion'd their 
Retreat, and their Retreat gave occaſion to the 
Spaniards and Portugueſe to re-take it. The Ca- 
ptania of Rio-Fanero, which the Savages call 
Ganabara, has agreat reſort of Ships by means 
of a Navigable River, or rather of an Arm of 
the Sea, which advances full twelve Leagues 
within the Land, and 1s ſeven or eight in 
Breadth. In the Year 1658, a Mine of Silver 


was found in the C apitania. The City of Santos 


can receive Ships of two hundred Tun by means 
of its River, 

As concerning the inward part of Braſfile, it 
is not much known ; but what is known,take as 
followeth; The Inhabitants there go naked 
for the moſt part, and have the dexterity of 
paſſing great Rivers by the help of a Panyer 
and a Rope. Three Letters of our Alphabet 
are of no uſe among them, F, L, R ; Some 
ſay , it's becauſe they have neither Faith, nor 
Law, nor Ruler. The Principal Nations a- 
mong them are, the Toupinambeus, the Morgui- 
ces, the Tapuyes, and others who differ in Man» 
ners, and in Language, and commonly are di- 


ſtinguiſh'd by divers Head-Gears, and Forms of 
Hair they wear. Their number was much-grea- 


ter

ter before the coming of the Portugueſe among 
*tm; ſeveral Toupinambous, to preſerve their 
freedom, have traverſed great Deſfarts, and 
are gone to' dwell near the River Maranhaon, 
The Tapaycsare more hard to be Civiliz'd, than 
the Braſilians who inhabit Aldea's. Theſe Al- 
dea's are Villages, which have but five or fix 
Houſes, but very long,and each capable of con- 


taining five or fx hundred Perſons. Moſt of 


the Inhabitants of Brazile have made a brave 
Defence, notwithſtanding the Wars they make 
among themſelves ; they have hindred the 
Europeans from making any progreſs in the [n- 
lands of their Country, and have often ruined 
the Towns and Sugar-Engines, which the Chri- 
ſtians had made along the Coalt. 
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Africa. 


C1 "\ Hat which the Romans call'd Africa, 

was known among the Greeks under . 
the Name of Libya. Thus theſe two 
Nations ſtyled the Provinces that were oppo- 
fite to them towards the Soxth, on the other 
fide of the Mediterranean Sea, and theſe Names 
were afterwards communicated to the reſt of 
Africa : . The Writers of Holy Matters call it 
the Country of Cham, becauſe that, in the Di- 
viſion made by the Children of Noab, it fell to 
Cham's ſhare. | | 

Africa is a great Peninſula, which repreſents 
in ſome manner the Figure either of a Heart, 
Pyramid, or Triangle. Thoſe who compare 
It to a Bow, ſaythat the Cape of Serra- Leona, 
and that of Good Hope, are the two ends of it 
that the Iſle of St. Thomas in the Erhiopick Sea, 
isthe middle of the String where they put the 
Arrow, whoſe Heel they place at the /thmus of 
Sues in Egypr. 

This Part of the World advances thirty five 
Degrees beyond the Equator, and as many on 
this-lide the ſame Line, and yet the Inhabitants 
of .the Southern Parts are much Blacker, and 
leſs. Politick than thoſe of the Northern. Its

The Portugueſe were the firit who diſcover} ni 


the African Coaſts upon the Ocean. Some 1ay, ir 
-It was firſt ſail'd round under the Prolemeys; fi 
others, that Solomon ſent Fleets to Ophzr, which Ml fe 
having been fitted out in the Red-Sea, return'dl h 
to Joppa in the Holy Land, by the Meadrterraneaf t 
Sea. Three famous Seas ſerve for its bounds, ll B 
as the main Ocean, the Mediterr anean, and the v 
Red-Sea. The Ocean communicates it ſelf toll t 
the Mediterranean-Sea, by the Streights of Gi-Ml | 
bralter, andto the Red-Sea, by that of Babel-Wl 1 
Mandel. Several Opinions walk about touch- 
ing the riſe of the Name of the Red-Sea'; the 
Vulgar believe this Sea to' be ſo calPd by reaſon 
of its Red Sand: Some aſſert;that the refleCtton 
of the Mountains, which ſeem reddiſh, burnt, 
and glowing, -communicates that Colour to it; 
. Others attribute it to the Rain-Waters, and 
ro thole of a Fountain which run into that.Seq' 
from the Coaſts of Arabia. Probably this-Name 
of Red, and. that of Rubrum, which the Latin: 
have given the Gulph of Arebia,came from that 
of Erithrean, which 1s Greek, and was pecu- 
liar to that Gulph, which was known to us 
ſooner than the other Parts of the Erithrean 
Sea. The Red $24 is very long and narrow,full 
of Rocks, and divided into three Channels ac- 
cording to its iength: The middle one.called the 
Long-Sga, is from twenty five to: fifty Fathom.

conſiderable Rivers. There is green and red 


Coral, and thiy fiſh and take ſome Pearls, 
near the Iſland Dalaca. The ebbinyg and flow- 
ing is ſo great, that ſome Maturaliſts have at+ 
firmed, that the Children of ſrael paſs'd it dry- 
foot, during the Ebb, and that the Egyptians, 
having not well: nick'd their time, were over- 
taken and loſt by the return of the Tide. 
But the Holy Scripture tells us, that the Sea di- 
vided itſelf for the facilitating the paſſage to 
the 1ſraclites, and the {Arabians ſtill: ſhew the 
place of their paſſage between Azirur and 
El-Tor. | 
The greateſt Rivers of Africa, are the Nile 
and the Niger. The Nie, according to the 
neweſt Relations, has its Sourſe in Abyſſinia, at

twelve Degrees of Northern Latitude ; and 


runs a Courſe of full five hundred Leagues,aftex 
having'paſs'd thro' the Lake Bar-Dambea. * Its 
Cataratts or Water-falls,are towards1ts Source;

nean Sea out of Egypt, where the Ancients have 
left ſeven,and the Neotericks four : Tho' indeed, 
there are but two of them- now, unleſs there's 
an Inundation. Its Waters enrich and fatten 
the Land, and nouriſh Egypt, by their regular 
Overflowing. Its uſual height and encreaſe

is to- ſixteen Cubits; more or leſs proves. 
inconvenient. The retreat of the Catrel; 
the marks which are in the Pits, and the 
heavineſs of the Rivers Mud ,.. Which they 
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expoſe in the night out oth* doors to receive 
moiſture or Dew, precede and foreſhew thig 
Overflowing. The cauſe of it has been di- 
verſly alledged ; ſome have ſaid this River 
communicates it ſelf with the Ocean, by the 
Lake and River of Zaire : And that the ſtormy 

of the Sea cauſe its Waters to ſwell: O- 
thers affirm, that the Sand, which gathers 
towards its Mouth, ſtops them, and that the 

| Northerly W inds drove them up. Several Mo- 
derns believe,that theſe Waters encreaſe from 
the thawed Snow, and from the Rams, which 
fall regularly, and abundantly in Ethiopia. It 
has lately been found 'out , that the 1Vztre 
wherewith the Nzle abounds ſo much, is the 
cauſe of all thoſe wonderful Effefts ; and that 
being heated by the Sun, it mingles it ſelf with 
the Water, renders it troubled, ſwells-1t, and 

 ' Makes It paſs over its Banks, infomuch that the 
Mud, which the NV:le conveys, does not come 
from elſewhere, nor does it make its Banks the 
higher. | 
[The Niger keeps its-ancient Name, which it 
received from the People: whoſe Country it 
Wategs : It ſometimes goes under the Earth, 
and before it empties it ſelf into the Arlantich 
Sea, it forms three principal Branches, the 
Senega, Gambia, and Rio Grande, It ſcrtilizes als 
the Places it pzſlzs through, and an abundances? 
of Grains of Gold are found in its Sand. TheW® 
Zaire is conſiierable for the rapidity and ple F* 
ty. of its Waters : The Zambre forms thre@t% 
Branches, Czama, Spiritis Santg, and Rio-de lo ' 
Infantes.The Gher often loſes it ſelf in the Sandy 
and almoſt as often gets out thence again, IN 
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The three greatelt Lakes, are Zarre, Zembre, - 
and Zaflan ; all three in Eth:opia. FD 
 Amonglt the Mountains of Africe, none are 
more renowned than Atlas, and thoſe .of the 
24oon. The Poets have feign'd, that Heaven 
'was ſupported by Atlas, by reaſon of its exceſ- 
five height, or elſe upon the account of a King 
of Mauritania, called Atlas, who was one of 
Wl the firſt that ſtudied 4frology. Antiquity 
thought this Mountain to be the Boundary of 
M the World. In reſpect of its ſituation, the 
WW Romans have divided all Africa into Citerior and 
MW Vlteror, and thoſe of the Country divide it in- 
8 to [nterior and Exterior. 

' Straboand Mela ſeparate Africa from Aſia by 
ff the Nile ; Tome Arabian Geographers ſhut it

"Eabof the Nile;the only Water that's drunk in 
rypt. Prolemy intended a Memorable Work, 
1 | od . 10 k 
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in making Africa an Iſland ; Cleopatrs $ deſign 
was to hike her Ships paſs i into the Red-Sea, 
that ſhe might have eſcaped falling into 4- 
giiſtus's hands. The Sultans meant to facili 
tate the Commerce of the Europeans through 
their Dominions, towards the conſtant = 
of a vaſt Tribute. 

The Africans exaCt great Services from thei! 
Elephants, their Camels, and their huge Apes; 
Dromedaries they call a ſort of Camels, ſmal- 
ter and ſwifter than the others: They have 
wild Aſſes, Unieorns, Barbes, Cameleons, Mar- 
mouſets and Parrots. They get fine Feathers 
fronytheir Oſtriches, and their Civit-Cats are 
much elteem'd for their Scents. 

There is no living Creature in the Worl{ 
that becomes ſo great, from ſo ſmall a begir 
ning, as does the Crocodile : It is form?d of an 
Egg, and ftill grows as long as it lives ;' inſo- 
much that there are thoſe that attain to twenty 
five or thirty Cubits. 

The Situation of Africa, under the Prri 
Zone, and the abundance of its burning Sand, 
occaſions inſupportable heats, principally to 
wards the Tropicks, and make it the leaſt fet- 

—.. tile 2nd worſt peopled part of our Continent, 
Its g reateſt Rivers have Crocoadiles,; its Mout- 
b-- and Defarts are full of Lions, and orhe 
wild Beaſts. The lack and ſcarcity of Wat 
produces ſeveral Monſters, Creatures of ſeve 
ral kinds,coupling commonly at the Watering 
Places, where they meet. The Amthropopha gh 
or Man-eaters, that have been found in-thok 
Parts;and che Slaves that are daily tranſports 
from thence, do alſo very much contrivite” q 
the rendring it deſarr.. o 
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The Africans, to conſider them in general, 
are no great Soldiers, and their Armies are 
more numerous, than good. Their Combats 
are perforn'd on Horſe-bck, with the Lance, 
and confuſedly. The Arabians, who have taken 
up their Habitations in Africk, truſt in their 
Dexterity and Addreſs: Their being harden'd 
"and enur'd:to labour, and their long habit of 
fighting,renders*em formidable to their Neigh- 
bours. Some ſay, There's no Nation, but has 
ſome good and evil, but that the Africans have 
nothing that's good. * 

As concerning Religion, there are Idolaters, 
Cafres without Law, Adahometans, Jews, and 
Chriſtians of ſeveral ſorts. The Port:gueſe have 
ſome Biſhopricks in thoſe places, where they 
have made any Eſtabliſhments. 

We may conſider Africa under a treble re- 
ſpe&t ; the Country of the Whites; that of 
the Blacks, and Ethiopians; the Iſlands make a 
fourth. - ' 

The Country of the Whites, comprehends 
Barbary, Egypt, Biledulgerid, and the Zaara , 
or Deſart. The Country of the Blacks has 
three parts, Nigritia, Nubia , and Guiney. 
Ethiopia is of two ſorts, Higher and Lower. 
Ethiopia Superior, is much of Abyſſinia, in the in- 
ward part of the Country. Ethiopia Inferior, 
contains Congo, Cafreria, with'onomotapa and 
Zanguebar. The Iſlands attributed to, Africh 
are Either in the Ocean, as the Tercera's, Ma- 
mY 4cra, the Canaries, the Ifles of Cap-verd, Madu- 

K 24/car, and others; or in the Iediterranean Sea, 
"yg as altha, We are not acquainted with thoſe 
_ of the Red Sea. The Iſland Greguere is within 

the Arms of the Nc, | 
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Egypt, and almoſt all Barbary, belongs to the 
Titrk; with exception to the Kingdoms of Mp 
rocco and Fez, which have a Prince of their 
own ; and to the Cities of the Corſazrs; and 
ſome Towns of the Chr:i/tians upon the Ccaſt, 
Abiſſinia, Nubia, C on70, and Mono-motapa, nave 
theic peculiar Kings. There are Arabian 
Cheiques in Numidia, and In Libya, The reſt 
of Africa belongs to ſeveral little, petty Sove 
reigns ; ſome of whoſe Dominions extend ng 
farther than the compaſs of onz2 Town or Bur- 
rough. But, to ſpe:k the Truth, we have but 
little knowledge of the Inward Part cf the 
Country.” The Monarchs of England, Spain, 
and Porti:gal,ond the States-Gencral of the United 
Provinces, have ſome Places upon the Coall, 
which furniſh ?m with the means ot carrying 
en the Commerce with the Inland Parts of the 
Country. The French have ſome Places of 
Traffick in Barbary, in Guiney, and In the Iſl 
of Mrdagaſear, which they have called the Iſk 
Dauphine. The Great Maſter of the Order ol 
St. Fohn of Jeruſalem, is Prince of the lIfle ol 
Aaltha.

He Ancients knew in Africa, under th 
Name of Barbary, what we call Zangit 
bir, whereas the Modern Barbary 1s all along 
- the Mediterranean-Sea, where it comprehend: 
the beſt Country of all Africe, and the moi 


- popu 
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populous , by reafon of the conventency- © 
Trade. SSne-Sea-men call Barbary, the Coaſt 
of Africk., from the Streight of Gibraltar, as 
far as Cap-Blaxc, which 1s at twenty Degrees 
of Northern Latitude. The Romans, Sarazens, 
Vandals, Arabians, Moors and Turks, who have 
been ſucceſlively Lords of the Barbary we 
treat of, have given very difterent- Names 
toits Towns. The Tarkiſþ Emperour ſways 
over the greateſt Portionof it. The Kings of 
Fez, and Morocco, poſleſs what is moſt towards 
the Weſt. The Spaniards, Portwgueſe, and Eng- 
liſh, bave Towns upon the Coaſt, which el{e- 
where ſhall be enumerated. Szſaoz, Couco , 
Labes, are little States, which maintain them» 
ſelves- in the Mountains. Salley, Zituan,, Al: 
gier, Tunis, and Tripoli, are Towns belonging 
to Corſairs; thethree laſt under the ProteCtion 
of the Grand Seipnior, who ſends-Baſh#?s thir 
ther ; but they have not much Anthority.. ;:The 
French-have the Baſtion of ;France, and Genoneſes 
the Hle of Tabarca, which they: keep;for the 
bringing thence the Merchandize of the;Couty 
try , which conſiſts in- Barks, Cdrnz.. Higes, 
Corral, : which is of. three, ſorts, . red,i white

| The Portugneſe werethe firſt that, made;Con+ 
queſt in. Africa, andihad*it not been-for the 
deſign.'they entertained of, carrying-their Arms 
into the.Zaſt-lndies, from which-they expeCted 
more adyintage, they would undoubtedly; have 
made Progreſs there: much more eenftderable; 
by reaſon 'of the Diviſtons which +yere at 
that:time inthe Kingdoms of Fez and; do+ 
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There are chiefly ſeen in Barbary, Africans,or 
Bereberes, who are called Barbareſqits, and moſt 
commonly Moors. Alſo there are Arabians, 
who'came thither about the Year 999, of three 
Broods. Theſe laſPlive in the open Field by 
Adarow , which are Communities compoſed 
of ſeveral Families, called Baraques,where they 
have commonly an hundred, or two hundred 
Tents diſpoſed around z they eſteem them- 
ſelves much more Noble than thoſe, who inha- 
bit the "Cowns, and cultivate the Earth; nor 
do they rake any care but of their Hetds and 
Flocks, or to make incurſions into the Moun- 
tains :' The Moorsapply themielves particularly 
to Commerce. Among ſome of their Cuſtoms 
*tis obſery'd, they are at exceſlive charges in 
theirNuptials,as the Chriſt:ansare in theirLaw- 
Suits,” and the Fews in their Paſſovers. They 
cauſe themſelves to be buryed in thoſe Places, 
whereno Body was enterred before, that when 
they fife again, they may not be puzzled to 
know-an@ diſtingviſh their Members from thoſe 
of othefs. - -They: were uſed to crucihe their 
Crimihals,'but ſince they took notice, that the 
Chriſtians have a reſpeCt for Croſſes, and that 
a great Drought once happened during ſome 
Executions,” which: nevettheleſs* was followed 
with fome Rains, after that the Croſles' were 
takth away ; they attributed this Blefſing+ to 
Mahar, and order?d, That for the future, Cri 
minals'fhould either be Hang'd or Beheaded, 
They: make five Quarters of their Sheep,by res 
ſon of their-extraordinary large Tails ; never- 
theleſs' they often cauſe them' to be roaſted 
whole, nay, and ſeryed ſo upon the Table too.

Barbary comprehends ſeveral Kingdoms , 
which have Cities of the ſame Name, Aoroceo, 
Fez, Tremiſen, Algier, Tunms, Tripoli, and Bar- 
Car 
The Kingdom of Morocco, is upon the Ocear, 
which goes under the Name of the Atlantick 
Sea. *Tis full of Mountains, excetlive high, 
and always covered with Snow. Its King 
ſtyles himſelf Emperor of Barbaryand Morocco, 
King of Fez, of Sz, and 1 afilet ; Lord of Da- 
ra, of Gago, &c. He takes alſo the Title of 
Grand Cherif, of Mahomet, and Succeſlour of his 
Family. This Name of Cher:f ſhews, That his 
Predeceſlours made uſe of the Pretence of Re- 
ligion in their Eſtabliſhment ; they were alſo 
called Amiel- Momins,and by Corruption AMfra- 
momoulins, that is to ſay, Emperours of the Faith- 
ful. The City of Morocco, formerly longer 
and more populous than it is at preſent, has,up- 
on its Royal Palace, three or four Golden Ap- 
ples, eſteemed at more than two hundred thou- 
ſand Crowns, . which are {aid to be Enchanted, 
becauſe they cannot be taken from the place 
where they are. The Land about it affords 
Grapes, as big as Pallets Eggs, and Goats Hair, 
which ſerves to make fine Chamlets. MAAorocco 
and Safi, have Conſuls of Europeans, for the 
maintaining the Priviledges there of their ſeve- 
ral Nations. Mazagar is a Fortreſs of which 
the Portugueſe have made uſe for the bringing 
the open Country under Contribution,after the 
examples of the Arabians, The little Ifland of 
Mogodor, five Miles from the Continent, has a 
Caſtle with a Garriſon for the ſecurity of ſome 
Mines of Gold and Silyer, which are in its 
| Meighbourhood. | 
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The Kingdom of Fez is fruitful,by reaſon of 
its Rivers : yy” has four ſorts of Land, Moun- 
tains, Valleys, Plains and Sea-Coaſts: The City 
of Fez,, which paſles in Africa for the ſeat of 
the Weſtern Court, is the beſt, the fineſt, and 
moſt populous of all Barbary, with a Famous 
Univerſity and a Library, in which there are 
above two thouſand Manuſcripts. *Tis faid to 
have above fqgpricore Gates,a hundred thouſand 
Houſes, two hundred Hoſpitals, thirty two 
Suburbs, and a great number of Temples and 
Moſques , whereof one alone 1s half a Mile 
round. There 1s the Old and New Fez, this 
the abode of the Prince,and the other accompa- 
nied with a Fortreſs. Ir is near the River of 
Cebu, which has towards its ſource a very ex- 
traordinary Bridge, for it 1s raiſed an hundred 
and fifty Fathoms out of the Water,and is only 
a kind "I Pannier of Sea-Ruſhes, capable of 


holding eight or ten Perſons. This ſame Pan- 


ner is hung up betwixt two Ropes, which 


turn upen two Pulleys faſten'd to the two ends 


of two .Wooden Poſts, which are upon the 
Rocks of each ſide the Valley. Salley is a Neſt 
of Corſairs, who. have always ſeveral Pyrate 
Ships. Rubat oppolite to Salley, was built after the 
Model of Morocco,and has an Aque-dutt ofaboye 


2000 Paces. Alcazar, is known by.the Battels 
of 1578,wherein dyed threeKings,one of whom 
was Sebaſtian,King of Portugal Anafi ; or Anfa, | 


a ruin'd Town with a Caftle of the Arabians, 
is thought*by the foors, to be an Enchanted 
Place, kg are ſtil},as they ſay,the Treaſures 
of their firſt Emperour. 

Tremiſen, or Telenſin, is a great City, belong- 
Ing to the Turk, ſeyen or ci ;oht Leagues diſtant

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The Town of Arg:ers, is one of the beſt In- 
habited, and the Richeſt of all Afr:ick,by means 
of the Pyracies, which the Inhabitants exetciſe 
of Ml Pon the Ocean and Mediterranean Sea. It has 
full fifteen thouſand Houſes, twelve or fifteen 


n thouſand Gardens in its Neighbourhood ; the 
« I Chriſta; Slaves are there,to thenumber of thir- 


ty or forty thouſand. Cardinal Ximenes ſaid, 
That zf Arglers could be taken, Money enough 
might be found there to conquer ald Africa. A- 
mong the Tents which are out of the Town, 
there 15 that of the beautiful Cave, the Daugh- 
ter of Count Julian de la Betica,who firſt canied 
the Moorrs to pals over into Spain, to revenge 
himſelf by their means of King Roderic. The 
Emperour Charles V, had thediſlatisfaCtion of 
ſeeing the fineſt Fleet he ever. had, loſt before 
Argviers. 797g 
The Kingdom of Tunis,can pride itſelf in the 
Birth of Hannibal, Aſdrubal, Terence, and other 
great Men: and Chriſtianityis obliged to it for 
the birth of Tertullian, St. Cyprian, and.St. Au- 
gujtin, The City of Tunis has increaſed it ſelf 
from the Ruins of Carthage tne Great, former- 
ly the Rival of Rome, and the capital-Cirty of a 
very conſiderable State. At preſent it obeys 
a Prince whom they call the Dey. B:zertaand 
S024, are two Places,where thoſe of Tunis do 
often-keep their Pyrate Ships. Souza is compo- 
ſed of the High and Low Town. MAabomera is 
the ancient Adrumerum or Adrumyſſus , near 
which ſome have been pleaſed toſay, That for- 
merly thirty Gaul:ſb Cavaliers, repulſed above 
 Twothouſand Z2ors. Carann has been the Seat 
of a Calif, that is to ſay, of a Mabometan Pon- 
ziffe, It is the Ancient Thiſdrus, where 2Maſi-

niſſa gained over Aſdrubal, the Battle, which 
Scipio was Spectator of. Beja 1s ina Soyl, fq 
Fettile in Corn, that it's a ſaying of that Coun- 
try, That if there were two Beja's, there would 
' be as much Corn, as there are Grains of Sand in the 

Sea. Guadibarbar, makes ſo:many Turnings 
and Windings, that it is paſled full five and 
twenty times in the Way from Bone to Trunks. 
Between the Kingdom of Tan, and the Ifle 
. of Maltha, there are ſome ſmall Iflands: Par- 
talaria, belonging to the King of Spain, with a 

Gulph, where the Vapour which clings to the 
Rock above, diſtills as much Water, as 1s ne- 
ceſlary for the uſe of the Inhabitants. Lampa- 
doſa, and Linoſa, depends on the Order of al- 
tha.There isin Lampadoſa a Chappel,famous for 
the Offerings both of Chriſtians and Turks: And 
it has been obſerv'd, That the Sacrilegious have 
never been able to carry any thing away from 
thence with Impunity. 

* The Kingdom of T7:poly, is a barren Land, 
conſiderable only for Pyracies, and the Com- 
merce of its City, called 1r:poly of Barbary, 
That it may be diſtinguiſh'd from thoſe others 
of Sour:ia and Natolia, which go under the 
{ſame Name. -Upon the Coaſts of that King- 
dom, is the Iſland Zerb:, where in the Year 
1560, the Spaniards were defeated by the Infhi- 
dels. In this Ifland was it alſo, that the Cor- 
{lair Dragut, eſcaped from the famous Dora ; 
this laſt held him there ſo narrowly Beſieg'd, 
That he could not ſtir out; the other bethought - 
himſelf of making a Channel, without the Chri- 
fttans perceiving it, and ſo, in aclear Night, he 
had the means of tranſporting his Galleys into

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pen Sea, where he came and preſented him ſelf 
before his Enemy, who was in no ſmall ſur-

The Land of Barka begins at the place where 
ſtood formerly the Altars of the Philenians, 
which had alſo ſerved for Bounds to the States 
of Carthage and Cyrene, and ſince, to the Em- 
pires of the Wet and Eat. *Tis only a mea- 
ger and defart Plain, where ſtands the City of 
Caruenna , formerly Cirene, the Capital of a 
ſmall State, which was given by Cyrus, for a Re- 
treat to King Cr#/us, In this Country did the 
Pſille inhabit, who had the reputation of ma- 
king Serpents die only by their preſence.

Ew Countries have had ſo many ancient 

Names as Egypt : The Hebrews and Fews 
call'd it 24eſraim, and the Egyptians at preſent 
call'd it Chiber, Its Length, that is to ſay, its 
Extent from the North to the South, is two hun- 
cred Leagues ; and its Breadth, which is what 
It contains from the We# to the EaFt, is con- 
fined by the Mountains, which-bound the Valley 
of the Nile. It is the only Region of Africa, 
which touches 4/ia, and the Country the moſt 
populous in the World, tho? the Air be ſome- 
what bad. Its Women do often bring forth 
two or three Children at a time, which 1s attr1- 
buted to the Water of the Nile. Egypt was no 
leſs peopled formerly, if it be true, that under

Amaſis, one of its ancient Kings , it had full, 
- twenty thouſand Cities. The plenty of 'Corg 
it affords, made the Antients.call it the Publick 
Granary of the World. Plenty. or Famine in 
the Roman Empire , depended on the good 
or i] Harveſt in Egypr. The Nzle, by the In- 
undation of its. Waters, which are full of 
Nitre, *(as we ſaid before) gives it this advan: 
tage ; not by wholly covering the Lands, as {& 
veral have imagin'd, but being brought into 
feveral Channels, after the Inhabitants have 
broke the-Dikes. That part which is on the 
Eaſt of the Nzle, is more fruitful than that; 
which is on the Eaſt of the River. lrs Plants pg 
grow {9 abundantly, that they would ſtifle one Mr, 
aaGtner, if they did not prevent it by caſting Wa 
Sand in the Field. Thus it is ſomewhat ſur-M.z 
prizing, that the Egyptians make their Lands s, 
lean with Sand, whereas other Nations endea- 
vour to fatten theirs with Dung. Beſides 
Corn, they tranſport out -of this Country, 
Rice, Sugar , Dates, Sena, Caſlia, excellent 
Balm, Skins, Linnen, and Cloth. They are 
but 13] inform*d,” who ſay, that it never Rains 
there, whereas there are frequent Showers, 
during the Months of November, December, and 
Fanuary, principally on the Mountains, and in 
the lowcr Parts.

Still are there at this day to be ſeen in Epypr, 
Pyramids, Obeliks, Labyrinths, and other Works 
* Which its Ancient Kings cauſed to be made at an 
extraordinary Charge, to ſhew their Power, 
and to give Employment to their People. The 
Statue of 4:02 was formerly very confide- 
rable there, as well as the Pharos near Alexar 
Zria : But among all theſe ſeveral WR it 
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has been obſerv'd, that the Pyramid is the moſt 
ſolid Monument Antiquity had left us. There 
remains nothing more in the Lake Meris than 


the place of the Labyrinthwhich is ſaid to have 
had above three thouſand three hundred Cham- 
bers. The Mummies, which are very frequent 
in this Region, and which Travellers take de- 
light to bring into Europe, are Humane Bodies 
pitch'd and embalm'd, that have been preſery?d 
zbove two or three thouſand years in Cavernyzz . 
whither the ancient Egyptians took care to car- 
ry them. They paſled for that purpoſe a Lake 
in a: Bark ; and ſo firſt gave occaſion to the 
Fable of Charon, Fiction has made Gods, He- 
roes,and Men reign in Egypt. Hiſtory gives an 
account of ſeveral of its Kings before Alexan- 
der the Great : It ſays, that among thoſe Kings, 
Seſoſtris was the greateſt Conqueror : That 
Memnon having dedicated his Statue to the Sun, 
It ſaluted that Star at its riſing : That Buſirzs 
pals'd there for a Tyrant , by reaſon of the 
Cruelties he exerciſed over the Hebrews - That 
Cercres is the Pharoab, who was drowned 1n the 
Red-Sea : That Proteus had the repute of chan- 
ging 'his Form, becauſe he had divers ſorts of 
Head-array : That Chemnis employed three hun- 
dred and ſixty thouſand Men, for twenty years 
topether,in building the firſt and greateſt Pyra- 
mid: That Seſonchis , with an Army of Four 
hundred thouſand Foot, and Sixty thouſand ' 
Horſe, took Feruſalem ; and that Sernacherib, 


king of the 4ſh7:ans, being come againſt him, 


wild Rats gnaw'd the Bow-ſirings in the 4fy- 
rian Army : That Necaus began the Channeltor 
the joyning the Nile and the Red-Sea, and made 
all Africa to be travellPd round about. 
IE Eo Under 
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Under Amafis the Kingdom of Egypt fell intg 
the hands of the Perſians ; afterwards into thoſe 
of the Greeks,and then to the Romans ; and after 
the Romans it was ſweyed by the Califs, whoſe 
Abode was firſt of all at Adedina, then at Bay. 
dad, at Damas, and at Carre, The Surf, 
ſucceeded the Califs, The Turks have had it 
in Poſſeſſion ſince the Year 1518. They reckon 

. there eighteen Caſſulifs or Governments, wherell 
they are commanded by the Baſſa of C aire; and 
the ſtanding Soldiery there,are the braveſt and 
the moſt eſteemed of all the Orroman Empire, 
And indeed this Government. is the molt ho- 
nourable of all thoſe that are out of the Port, 
and the Grand Slgnior receives every year 
from hence, above an hundred and fifty thou- 
rs Piaſters, a Turkiſh Coin worth about 4. 

erl. 

The Egyptians are the beſt Swimmers in the 
World, gay, pleaſant, brisk, and very inge 
nipus. The Invention of Aſtrology, Arithme; 
tick and Phyſick, 1s attributed to 'em ; where- 
fore Egypt is often called the Mother of Arts: 
They ſay , it was Ptolomy Philadelphus , who 

+ took care to have the Verlion of the Bible out 
of Hebrew into .Greek, done by the LXX In 
terpreters ; and to make a ColleCtion of above 
two hundred thouſand Volumes. There was 
alſo a prodigious number of Books in the Libra- 
ry of Alexandria, which was unluckily burnt, 
when Fulizs Ceſar there made War. The Ne 
tives of the Country have a peculiar way of 
hatching Chickens, by means of Furnaces, Or 
Ovens, wherein they put ſometimes three or 
four thouſand Eggs together, and when they 
are hatch'd,they ſell them by the Buſhel. They 
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Fre fot the moſt parc Mabometans , but have 
amongſt them Fews too, and Chriſtians, known 
under the Name of Copties, Theſe Copries are 
Natives of Egypt ; they have a Tongue wholly 
peculiar, and a way of Writing little different 
from that of the ancient Greeks. The an- 
cient Egyptians were ſo very ſuperſtitious, that 
they had almoſt as many Gods as Animals and 
Plants, whoſe Names they gave to their Cities. 
Some Authors attribute this great number of 
their falſe Divinities, to the Reſolution they 
had taken of making and adoring the Fi- 
gures of what had hindred them from fol 
lowing Pharach, when he was drown'd 1n the 
Red-Sea. 

Egypt is commonly divided into four parts, 
Sahid, or High Egypt ; Bechria, otherwiſe De- 
meſor, or Miaale Egypt ;* Erriff, or Low Evypt ; 
and the Coaſt of the Red-Sea. Some make 
only two of it, the one High , the other 
Low, according to the Courſe of the Nile, 
and ſay taat the Hebrews inhabited the Higher ; 
which they pretend to praye, by the coming of 
the Locuſts from towards the Ea#?, for the 
Puniſhment of Pharaoh, and by the way that 
Prince took when he purſued thoſe ſame He- 
WF brews. Some Antients have divided Egypt into 

Lybica,or Africana ; and into Arabica, or Afia- 
tica, in regard of the ſame River. 

Among the Cities, Caro is called Great, by 
reaſon of the advantages it has over all the 
other Cities of Africk, It 1s oppolite to the 
Place, where was the ancient emphes,and three 
Leagues lower to the Ea#t of the Vile. Thoſe 
who reckon in't {ixty thouſand Moſques, com- 
prehend in that number ſeyeral heapsof Kam :. 

They 
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They ſay alſo, there are above Twenty fouy 
thouſand Contradoes, or Quarters, and about 
Seven millions of Perſons , whereof Sixteen 
hundred thouſand are Fews. *Tis certain, there 
are full Three and twenty thouſand Moſquez, 
Hut ſome of *em are not ten Paces ſquare. lt, 
Caſtle, which ſtands upon a riſing Hill, has the 
rareſt Proſpect, and the beſt Air in the World, 
It is one of the fineſt and ſtrongelt that is ſeen, 
tho' it be much impair'd from its ancient ſplen- 
dour. ?Tis not of Marble, as ſome Relationg 
averr ; there are only ſeveral Moſa:ique Works, 
The Water of the Ne 1s conveyed thither by 
an Aque-dudt of three hundred and fiffy Arches, 
The People of Cairo muſt queltionleſs be very 
numerous, fince we are aſlured, that in three 
Months of the Year 1618, they buricd there 
above fix hundred thouſand Perions that died 
of the Peſtilence ; and that this ſickneſs is not 
perceivable , when it only {weeps away two 
hundred thouſand in a year. I ſhort, Caro iz 
{ſaid to have full two hundred thouſand Houſes, 
eighteen thouſand cgnliderable Streets, and to 
be twenty five or thirty Leagues in Circumfe- 
rence. But I ſpeak this, comprebending therein 
the 01d and New Caziro,and the Borlzc,whichare 
nearer it: If New Cairo was only meant in this 
Account, its bigneſs dots not equal thar of 
London. T hey ride through the Streets upon 
Aſſes, as People go here in Chairs and Coaches 
not but that there are Horſes in Egypt ; but 
the Turks have introduced this Cuſtom, that 
they may keep them for their own uſe. The 
Inhabitants- of Cairo make thoſe excellent Ta 
peſtertes, which we call 7arkie Carpets. 


Beſide9 
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Beſides the Pyramids, that are three Leagnes, 
and the Mummies, which are fix, from Cazre, 
the curious Travellers go to ſee the Granaries 
and Pits of Foſeph, (Now it's to be obſerved, 
that whatever 1s beautiful and good of the An- 
il ticnts in Egypt, is attributed to Jeſeph ; and 
what is vile and infamous, to Pharaoh.) They 
go alſo to ſee Matareo, two Leagues from 
Cairo, which ſerv'd for a Retreat to the Virgey, 
with the Fountain, which, with that of Carre, 
is the only Spring-Water in all the Country. 
Here is no longer to be ſeen the Plant of the 
true Balm , which was brought thither from 
the Holy Land, by the Care of Cleopatra, and 
the Permiſſion of Anthoxy. 
- Sabid ,, formerly Thebes, with an hundred 
Gates, was the Abode of the Kings of Egype, 
which was afterwards transferr'd to Alexandria, 
then to Memphzs, and at hiſt to Cazro: It gives 
its Name to the Thebaid, which ſerv'd for a Re- 
treat to ſeveral Hermits. The moſt modern 
Relations call this City Gergzo, and make it the 
Reſidence of a Baſſa. 

Alexandria, the Work of Alexander the 
Great, formerly the beſt Town of all Africa, 
after Carthage was the Abode of the Prolomeys 
and Cleopatra, When it was ſubjeft to the 
Romans, it contributed more in one Month 
alone ,, than Feruſalem did in a whole Year. 
It had in its Neighbourhood the Tower of 
Pharos, one of the Seven Wonders of the 
World : It drives ſome Trade, by means of 
its two Havens ; It 1s the chief of a Patriar- 
chate of the ſame Name. St. ark hath made 
It renown'd in Holy Hiſtory. The Deſarts of 
Macaire , where were reckon'd above. three 

bundred 
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hundred Monaſteries,, were on the We# « 
it. Damietta is one of the Keys of -thp 
Country , by reaſon of its Situation and ity 
Haven of the Meadrterranean-Sea, which made 
the French King, Lewss ( entitled the Saint) 
reſolve, in his Expedition into the Holy Eand 
to make himſelf Maſter of it. Roſetta, a mv 
dern City, and pretty well built, is the reſort 
of ſeveral Ships upon the moſt frequented 
Channel of the. le. 

Sues, which has not much above two hup 
dred Houfes, with a forry Port, is neverthe- 
leſs rhe Arſenal of the Zurks, npon the Red: 
Sea. The Governour Keeps two {mall Gal 
. leys, and ſome Ships, to make himſelf conſt 
derable upon the Red-Sea. The Merchandizes 
of the Eaft-Indies,, bound for Emrope, came 
thither formerly ; for which reaſon the Zurh 
have, not without Regret, ſeen the Eſtabliſh: 
ment of the Europeans in thoſe Inaies. But they 
ſtill bring Spices, to truck with the Inhabitants 
for Coral. Coſſir, formerly Berenice, was the 
Reſort of the Commodities which the Roman 
fetched from the Eaft- Indies, and which from 
thence were carried to the neareſt part of the 
Nile, in the City of Coptos, now called Cana 
Buge, in the moſt Southern part of Egypr, is1 
Kingdom Tributary to the Abyſſins, according 
the Relations of 1657. 
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Biledulgerid, and Z aara. 


Nedulgerid is the Numiaia of the Moderns, 
and more Southern than the ancient Nu- 
midia. The Natne of-Bileaulgerid, ſpeaks a 
Land fruitful in Dates + a Fruit which the 
Numidians gather, tho? they be ſhort-ſighted, 
by reaſon of the Sand, which the Wind brings 
in their Eyes. This Part of Afr:ck extends 
from the Welt to the Eaſt, almoſt as far as Bar- 
bary. Some Kings there are of the ahome- 
tan-Religion, whoſe Power is but very incanſi- 
derable. The Arabians, under their Che:ques, 
or Chiefs, are ſtrong in Cavalry, and capable 
of great enteyprizes , if they had not War 
amongſt themſelves. They ſometimes afliſt 
the Turks, and at other times the Kings of A46- 
rocco and Fez; the changes of Soveraigns, and 
the .diverſity of Tongues, have often caus'd 
he Names of Cities to be changed. The Ara- 
1ans in thefe Parts hunt after Oſtriches, be- 
cauſe they make great Advantages ef 'em : 
hey ſell their Feathers, eat their Fleſh, and or-_ 
der their Skins for their Baggage ; they make 
heirWitchcrafts and Incantations of theHeart, 
heir Medicament of the Fat, and their Ear- * 
Pendants of the Horn or Beak.' 
Saz,, the beſt peopled Country of all Bzle- 
wigerid, has the City of Tarudante, where the 
preateſt Traffick is of Sugar, and where began 
e Dominion of the Cherifs. The. River of 
paz renders theLand fruitful by its Inundation. 
Ihe Sea-Towns are Cartguefſem, of the Con- 
| G quelts 
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queſts of Portugal,and Meſſa,with a Temple;r & 
which thelnhabitants believe,that Jonas was c: 
up out of the Whales belly. They ſay, that all 
the Whales approaching it, die immediately, 
and that from this Temple mult come forth x 
great Pontif. The Cape of Ger, which is not 
very far diſtant from it, has near it the City 
of the Holy Croſs, formerly called Agaays and 
- Darrumia. It was built by the Portagals, but 
the Moors have it in Polleſhon, and the Chrj 
ſtians have nothing more remaining there, than 
ſome Magazines in its Netg hbourhood. Zefſe 
3s a Country of ſmall Produtt,_ and thinly in- 
habited. Daru has ſome fortified Places, and 
amopegſt others, that of 1igameder, the native 
Country of the Cherifs; who having firſt of 
all obtain'd from the King of Fez, a Drum and 
an Enſign , under the pretext of, making War 
againſt the Chriſtians, dethroned at length the 
King of the Country : which happen'd to- 
wards the Beginning of the laſt Age. Se 
gelmeſſa abounds in hurtful Animals. Tegora- 
rina has plenty of Dates. Zeb wants Water; 
and thoſe who inhabit it,in Summer yield thei 
abode to.ghe Scorpions. Biledulgerid communi» 
cates its Name to all the Country. Feſſez has 
a Town gf the ſame Name. The Defart of 
Barca conliſts in-Plains of Sand, where was for- 
merly ſeen the Temple of Jupiter FHammon, no- 
torious for its Oracles, for the Fountain of the 
Sun, for the loſs of the Army of Cambyſes King 
of Perſia, and for the happy Journey of that of 
Alexander the Great. Bacchus, Perſeus, and 
Hercules, are ſaid to have been there before 
this'Conquerour ; and three High-ways are re- 
ported to haye led thither, the firſt from Ac 
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 pb#s, the ſecond from Paretoniym, and the third 
' from Cyrene. Mount Atlas advances ſeveral of 
its Branches into Biledulgerid. The Cape of 
Non, upon the Ocean, was for a long while the 
Limit of the Navigations of the Portugueſes,who 
call'd it in that manner, for that they at that 
time paſs'd no farther. 
. The Nameof Zaara, ſignifies Deſart, and 
* that of Zibya, which is alſo given to this 
Country, 1s a Greek, Word, which was firſt of 
all attributed to Africa. Little is to be ſeen in 
the Zaara, but Sand, Monſters and Scorpions ; 
'for which reaſon the Inhabitants wear Boots,for 
adefence againſt the Stings and Bitings of thoſe 
Creatures. The Air is Healthful, and the Sick 
of the neighbouring Countries are brought 
thither for the Recovery of their Health. T he 
Arabians conſider there three ſorts of Coun- 
tries; the Cehel, where is ſmall Sand, without 
- WM oy Verdure ; the Zaara, where is Gravel, and 
a little Verdure; and the Aſgar, where. are 
Marſhes, Herbs, and Buſhes. Travellers before- 
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hand make Proviſion of all things neceſſary for 
i fie Life of Man: For the Houſes and Wells are 
lll 4* fuch a diſtance from one another, that they 
off 82 aften a hundred Leagues without finding 
wy etther Abode or Water. A Merchant former- 
o-f !7 <ndured there ſo much Thirſt, that he gave 


hel ©<2 thouſand Ducats for a Cup of Water ; and 
_ yet he dy'd, as well as the Perſon who receiv'd 
| 11s Mony for the giving him Drink. People are 
k- ſometimes conſtrain'd to bury themſelves in the

"| Vild Beaſts, which make a horrible Noiſeevery 
n- | Night, The Inhabitants are, for the moſt part, 


Shepherds, and the beſt Hunters in the World,

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but very miſerable. Soi amongſt 'em are. 
Mahometaus, and ther greateſt number leqd a 
Libertine kind of Life. Several ſmall Soye- 
reigns receive the Tribute of the Caravans , 
which paſs thro? their Dominions. Their other 
Revenues conſiſt in Cattle ; and when mention 
is made of their Riches, they ask how many 
Camels they have ? 

Five principal Deſarts are reckon'd, Zanhaga, 
Zuenziga, where are Salt-Pits, 1 arga, Lempta, 
and Berdoa. The Gh:7, which 1s the greateſt 
River of it, forms ſome pretty conſiderable 
Lakes, and loſes its ſelf in the Sand in ſeveral 
Places of its Courie, and comes out again pre- 
ſently after the Rio Ouro, which is empty*d into 
the Ocean,and was ſo call'd by the Portupgneſe,by 
reaſon of the Gold they found there , when 
they, made their firſt Voyage along the Coaſt, 
This River runs under the Tropick , thro' de- 
fart Countries,with ten or twelve Fathom W#x 
ter towards its Entrance 'Intq.the Sea. The 
Coaſt, as far as Cape Boiador, has high, white, 
and grey Hills, or Downs, with a deſart Coun- 
try o'r{pread with Sand and wild Ruſhes.

T Ipritia 1s ſo called from its ancient People, 

the Nigrite, who reciprocally ſeem to 

have had their Name from their black Colour; 
or from thar of their Land, which in ſome 


Places 1s all burnt by the exceſſive Heat, which, 
contri-

contributes to the blackning both the Sand 
and the Inhabitants. They who attibute this 
Blackneſs to the Race of Cham, ſay , That 
People of other Countries preſerve their 
Whiteneſs in /V:igritia, and that the Afraticks, 
and the Americans, who are in the ſame ' Zone 
with the Negroes, are not naturally black. The 
| Niger does ſomewhat temper the Country,, by 
means of its Waters, but the Rains which fall 
there, occaſion ſeveral Diſeaſes. As Commerce 
is now in high conſideration amongſt the Euro- 
- pean Nations, it is not improper to fay ſome- 

what of the Coaſt of Nigrizza., Cape Blanc is 
a Tongue of Land as hard as a Rock, -ten or 
twelve Fathom high, with a very ſpacious Ha- 
ven, where Ships are ſafe againſt moſt Winds. 
 Arguin, a Caſtle in a little Iſland, belongs to 
the Hollanders. The Barks may enter into the 
River of St. John, and treat with the Negroes 
ſor Oſtridge-Feathers, Gums, Amber, and ſome 
{mall Gold.Senega,onc of the principal Branches 
of the Niger, is not a League in breadth, at 
Its diſemboguing it ſelf into the: Sea. The 
Coaſt on the North of Serega is very low, and 
hardly to be kenn'd by thoſe that are twelve 
Leagues diſtant at Sea. The Road of Cape- 
Verd, has twelve or thirtecen fathom Water, 
upon a Bottom of grey Sand. The Ifland be- _ 
longing to the Flemmings, called Gorea, has a 
Plat-form, flanked by four Baſtions of Earth, - 
with a Dungeon of Bricks, which: did not hin- 
der it from being inſulted in the late ' Wars. 
The Entrance into it'is on the Weſt of the 
Iſland, where Ships of an hundred Tun tnay 
-W touch and ride. The Road is good, but no 
freſh Water to be had. Rufiſca is a Retreat 
; , | G3 » COm- 
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commodious enough. Gambia is about five 
Leagues broad at its infinx into the Sea,but it is 
not Navigable for Barks above ſixty Leagues. 
'Tis ſaſd, That the Portugals have paſſed up. 
the Niger ſometimes as far as the Kingdom of 
Benin, in the ſpace of aboye eighteen hundred 
Leagues; that the Danes had formerly poſleſs'd 
_ Cantozz, towards the place where the Niger 
divides it ſelf; and that this ger forms great 
Lakes, upon the Banks of which there are ſe- 
veral good Cities, from whence go Caravans 
as far as 1ripol; of Barbary. The Engliſh, in 
hopes of. getting ſome of the Gold of the 
Country, had a defign to go up the Sexega with 
ſeyeral light Ships; but the exceſſive Heats, 
the Inſults of the Negroes accompanied with 
ſome Portupneſes, made them lay aſide the 
Thoughts of their Enterprize. The MNegroes 
are commonly Simple and Candid,lIdolaters to- 
wards the Sea, Mahometans in the Inland Coun- 
try. They have three pretty conſiderable 
Kingdoms, Tombut, Borne, and Gaoga, Molt of 
their Cities are not to be compared with our 
Towns, the Houſes being only built of Wood, 
Chalk and Straw ; and often one of theſe Ci- 
ties makea Kingdom. The laſt Kings of Tom 
but, whom they call Tombou#ou,have had the Re- 
Putation of poſleſſing a great Quantity of Gold 
in Bars and Ingots. They are ſaid to have this 
Gold from the Kingdom of Gago; and that 
from the Kingdoms of Morocco and Sus, there 
o often ſeveral Cafiles, or Caravans, for the. 
ringing it thence. The Kingdom of Gualats 
Produces A4ilezr, That of Agades has a City 
indifferently well built- Borzo, formerly the £ 
Abode of the Garawmantes, is inhabited by 2. 
es Bhs "EM / Pcople 
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People who live in common; private Perſons 

there,. acknowledge for their Children thoſe 

who reſemble them, and the flatteſt Noſed are 

the handſomeſt and greateſt Beauties. Several 

Nations are between the Branches of the N;- 

ger, where ſome Authors place the Gardens of 

the Heſperides. Thoſe of Senega ſend abroad 

Slaves,Gold in duſt, Hides, Gums andCivit-Cats. 

The! Negroes are very ſtrong, and are more » 
ſought after, and bought up by the Emnropeans 
than thoſe of other Countries. They of Gui- 
ney are docible, for which Reaſon they are com- 
monly made Domeſtick Servants. Thoſe of Az- 
gola are employed in cultivating of Land, by 
reaſon of their Strength. ? Tis a Saying, That he 
who expects to have any Service from his /Ve- 
gro, muſt give him Food enough, a great deal 
of Work, and many Blows. On the South of 
tne Niger are feveral other ſmall Kingdoms : 
that of Mef;,with aCity of ſix thouſand Houſes; 
Gago, rich in Gold,as we have faid. Zegzeg,con- 
fiderable for its Commerce ; Zarfara,fertile in 
Corn. The Enumeration of the other Places 
would be here as tedious, as it is unneceſlary, 
ince they are neither ſtrong,nor well pgopled, 
and but a very littleTrade is driven by *em. The 
Portugals have yielded up to the Engliſh ſome 
Fortreſles which they had towards the Mouths 
of the Niger, which has given our Nation the 
means of Trafficking here, and making Enter- 
Prizes, as do alſo the Hollanders. 
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Nubia. 


NM. TUba, is three hundred and fifty Leaguey 
in Length,and two hundred in Breadth-1; 
rctai:;s ſome remnants of Chr:iſt:anity in its old 
Churches, 'and in the Ceremonies of Baptiſm, 
that are there adminiſtred. The Nubians obey 
a King, who commonly. keeps Cavairy upon 
the Frontiers of his Dominions, becauſe he 
hati potent Enemies for his Neighbours, the 
Abyſſin, and the Turk, Hiſtories affirm, That 
anArmy of an hundred thouſand Horſe, was for- 
merly Leyyed, and led by a King of Nub:a, a- 
gainſt the:Goyernour of Egypt. Gold, Civet, 
Sandal-Wood, Ivory, Arms, and Linnen, - are 
Tranſported from this Country. The Com- 
merce of the Nubians is, moſt eſpecially, with 
thoſe of Cairo, and che other Cities of Epypr, 
They have a ſtrong, ſubtle, and penetrating 
Poyſon in this Country, the tenth part of a 
Grain of which, will kill a Man in a quarter of 
an Hoyr,and the Ounce,is valued at an hundred 
Ducats. One of the King's principal Reve- 
nues, conſiſts in the Receipt of the Right of Ex- 
portation. *Tis ſold to Strangers, but upon. 
condition of nor making uſe of it, but out of 
the Kingdom. The Inhabitants have Sugar- 
Canes, but they- know not how to improve 
'" them. They have amongſt them Bereberes, of 
the Mahometan Religion, who go in Troops to 


Cairo, and return from thetice, when they have 


' got, ten or twelve Piaſters, The Capital Ci : 
ries are, Nubia and Dancala, near the Noe : A 
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the others are but little known to us. A Rela- 
tion of the Year 1657, afhrms, 'T hat the King 
of Dancala pays a Tribute in Cloaths to the 
King of the Abiſſins. Geography,' in ſome ſort,is 
indebted to this Country, fince 1t preſented the 
World with the Author of the famous Geopra- 
phy of Nubia, the Cherif- Alaerifi, 
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Guiney. 


FA Uizey is ſubjet to ſuch great Heats, 
| that were it not for the Rains, and the 
coolneſs' of the Night, it would” be un- 
inhabitable. It ſends abroad Parrots, Apes, 
White-Salt, Ivory. Skins, Wax, Ambergrieſe, 
Gold and Slaves. Its Inhabitants have the 
repute of being preſumptuous, theeviſh, Idola- 
rous, and extremely Superſtitious. Its beſt 
Town is St. George de 1a Mina, now in Poſ-. 
ſeſſion of the Hollanders, The Engliſh have' 
among others, Cabo Corſo; and the Danes, Fre- 
fericksbourg. Moſt of the Portugals, who ſuc- 
eded the French in that Colony, have been 
ompelled by reaſon of their ſmall Numbers,to 
etire into the Inlands, during the Wars with 
Spain. The Caſtle of La 44:na, having been ſo 
lled: from the Mines of Gold which are in 
ts Neighbourhood ; the Name of St. George 
was given it by Job: II; King of Portugal, who 
Witer having made the Gonquelt of it, con-

. call himPreſter-Fohn,do it upon this Foundation 
that he ſometimes carries a Croſs in his handWtu 
The Popiſh Miſſionaries boaſt that ſome of taza 
late Kings have been Catholicks: But figce tiene 
Feſuits, who had been powerfully eſtabliſh'd waa 
that Country, have been Baniſh'd thence ; tw 
Papiſts complain of the Perſecution, their folic 
lowers have ſuffered in thoſe Parts. The Am 
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Gs have a great number of Churches, where 
Divine Service 1s performed much after the 
Game manner it 1s here. This Land is tempe- 
rate, unleſsin the Valleys, wherelt is very hot, 
and upon ſome Mountains, where it is cald, 

he Ethiopians are the moſt ancient People 
1 the World, and boaſt of having never been 
driven from their Country.

Garriſon in the Caſtle of Sofala, and who, by 
the means of this Garriſon, draws abundance 
of Bold from the Mines, which-are in the [r 
land Country: This Gold 1s accounted as good 
_ asany in the World; they gather it likewiſe 
in the Rivers, with Nets, after there has been 
Rain. Solomon might poſſibly have had his come 
from hence, which he employed in the building! 
of the Temple. The Coaſt of Cafrer:a-1s low 
and full of Woods : the Soyl produces Flowers 
of a grateful ſmell, and whe Trees make 4 
curious proſpect. Three great Rivers diſcharge 
*emſelves into the 1:dian Seas, through Cafre- 
#44, all three known 1a the beginning, under the: 
name of Zambera, Cnama, Spirito Santo, les In

The Cafres live without Law, fſo as their 


Name ſpeaks them. They often furniſh the Sear 
men who come thither, with their Cattel; 
But the Mariners now cauſe the Oxen they buy 
to be tied to great Poſts, and ſhut up the Sheep: 
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MU before they pay 'em, becauſe the Cafres, after 
Ml having fold 'em, were uſed to make 'em return 
home with the call of a Whiſtle, which is 
wholly peculiar to e'm. We may ſay of *em, 
in ſeeing their Colour, that they reſemble our 
himney-ſweepers; Beſides, that they have 
big Heads, flat Noſes ; whether they take care 
to break them in their Infancy ; or that this 
happens, becauſe when they are little, - their 
Mothers carry them continually on their Backs: 
Be it how it will, they look upon it as one of 
the Beauties of their Country, to have them in 
that manner. They have frizl'd Hair, Lips 
extraordinary big, the Chine of the. Back ſtick- 
ing out ſharp, and very large Hips, inſomuch, 
that nothing can beſeen more terrible: So that 
weare not to wonder if Pirard calls 'em, thoſe 
Devils of Cafres. 

The Cape of Good Hope, which lies toward 
the moſt Southern part of this Country, is by 
much the longeſt; the moft Famous 'and. the 
W molt dangerous Cape in the World. *Twas 
called ſo, in- hopes of arriving ſuddenly at . 


"WM the Eaft-Indies, when it was veered in the 


Year 1498. Before, it had the Name of the 
Tempeſtnous Cape, from the Storms that are fre- 
quent thereabouts. Some have call'd it the 
Lyon of the Sea, others the Head of Africa :

"Heſe Iſlands were thus named from that 
which 1s particularly called Tercera. The 
great number of Autours, or Groſs-hawks,that 
are ſeen there, has made them go under the 
name of Azores, They have that of the Flem- 
ming Iflands, becauſe they were diſcovered by 
a Flemming. 'T hey are called High, as more 
Northerly, in reſpecCt of the Canaries. The 
Portugueſe, who are Maſters of 'em, export 
from thence Corn, Wine, Garden-Woad , 
Skins, and other Commodities. There are 
ſeven that are the Principal, without reckoning 
thoſe of Coreo and of Flores, where ſeveral 
have placed the Fir## Meridian. Angra, the 
capital City, and the abode of a Biſhop, is 
in Tercera, The other Iſlands are Gratioſa , 
St. George, Fayal, Pico, St. Michael , and 
Santa- Maria. ; 
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The Canary Iſlands. 


He firſt diſcovery of theſelIflands,was made 

-& by one Bether Court, a French Gentleman, 
who had the Title of King of the Cararzes, and 
facilitated the Conqueſt of 'em to the Spaniards, 
whom they now obey. The Name of- Canary, 
came from the Dogs, which thoſe Iſlands

had formerly, and not from the Canes of Sugar, 


which were not planted there, till after they 
had this Name. The common Opinion is, That 
they are the Fortunate Iſlands of the Ancients, 
They furniſh excellent Wines , Sugar abun- 
dantly, and ſmall Birds, that are called Canary 
Birds, They are reckoned ſeven in number, 
They are all exempt from venomous Animals, 
and nevertheleſs ſubject to exceſſive heats. The 
principal Canary has a City and Biſhoprick of 
the ſame Name. The lIfle of Fierro is known 
for its Tree, which diſtils Water to its Inha- 
bitants, and by the Poſition, That in France ig 
made there, of the firſt Meridian. The Ifland 
of Teneriffe is the greateſt of all theſe Iſlands; 
it has the Mountain of P:co, always covered 
with Snows ; Seamen eſteem it the higheſt and 
- the ſtreighteſt in the World ; and indeed it 
requiresthree Days time to mount tothe top of 
it. *Tis ſeen fifty Leagues off; It's us'd as 4 
Pharos, by thoſe who are at Sea, and ſome plac 
there the firſt Meridian: It is faid to yield, eve 
ry Year, above twenty thouſand Tuns of the 
moſt excellent Wines that the Earth-produces, 
The other Canary Iſlands are la Gomera, Palms, 
Fortaventura,and Lancelotta. Theſe Iſlands ſerve 
often for the Rendezvouz to the Spaniſh Fleets, 
which come from the Weſt- Indzes, - and which 
there receive order to what place of the King- 
dom of Spazn they muſt go and diFembark their 
Riches. At /a Palms our Ships touch, to refreſh 
themſelves in their Voyage towards America.

Diarbech is the Aſſyria where the Romans 
have often fought unhappily againſt the Par- 
thians, and where the Turks and Perſians have 
their greateſt Diſputes. Two Cities now 
ruin'd, have been very conſiderablee there, 
Niniveh and Babilon. Niniveh, oppoſite to and 
on the Eaſt of 2oſul, and beyond the Emphrates, 

# was the Abode of the Kings of Aſyria, with 
twenty four of our Leagues in Compaſs : The 
voluntary Death of Sardanapalus, and the Re- 
pentance of its Inhabitants, have made it the 
bour of Hiſtory. Bab:lon, a ſmall days jour-

"With Belxs; Queen Semiramss,as alſo Nebuchaa- 
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#247, did much avgment-it : This Princeſs 
_ laving cauſed Walls to be raiſed there, which 
ave made it paſs for one of the Seven Won- 
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ders of the World , and its fine Gardens 
Terrace - have given admiration to ſever; 
Perſons. As it hath been the ObjeCt of the 
greateſt Conquerors of the Eaſt, it has beeg 
taken by Cyrus, by Darins, by Alexander the 
Great, who died there at his return from hiz 
Conquefts,& by Seleucas. The Children of 1ſrae 
were there inCaptivity,for the ſpace of Seventy 
Years. The Country round about produces twg 
ſorts of Pitch, the one dry, which is made uſe 
of in Buildings, the other liquid and very 
{n{ceptible of Fire, having this particular, of 
not being to be extinguiſhed, but with Dirt, 
Vinegar, Alom and Glew. The Power and 
Riches of Babilon have been ſo great, that it 
alone contributed more to King Cyrus, than did 
the third Part of his Dominions. After Bahilon, 
Seleucia has been conſiderable in Aſſyria, Creſi- 

. pbon, Vologe-ſocerta ;, and laſtly, Bagdad, which 
1s In the place of Creſipian, Bagdad, which

Kufa is a Town which 
the Inhabitants haven peculiar Veneration, by 
reaſon of the Sepulcher of Ali.. They keep 
there a Horſe always ready to mount him, whom 
they ſay is to come and convert the whole 
World to their Law. Baſſora is a Town near 
the mouth of the Tigrzs, called Chat by thoſe 
of the Country. *'Tis ſpacious and pleaſant, 
by reaſon of its Palm-Trees. By the means of 
its Harbour, it furniſhes the Jnaies and Perſia 
with Dates, which ſerve for Bread and Wine, 
to thoſe who know how to prepare them. Its 
great Commerce of Horſes, makes it often 
called by the Name of 4er-El-Catif. They 
were uſed to Voyage upon this Sea or Gulf, 
along the ſhore, and with the lead in hand. 
The Barks that are made uſe of there, are 
ſkewed with ligtle Cords of Coco, infomuch 
that not any Nails are to be perceived in 'em. 
Some few years ago, Baſſora belong'd to Al; 
Baſſa, who called himſelf King of it, and 
who had this ſtate from Father to Son, and 
. was the Dominus fac-totum, paying only a ſmall

have the Conventency of the Exphrates, as far as 


the Neighbourhood of Bagdad ; but ſeveral 
Mills there hinder the Navigation. It's fine 
to ſee upon that River , the Peaſants going 
down the ſtream upon Goat-skins, which they 
fill with Wind, and let out again when they 
have made uſe of them. Antioch, which for 
Excellency , has the Denomination of Great, 
was the Abode of ſome Roman Emperours, and 
the Cradle of Chriſtianity ; ' St. Paul having 
eſtabliſhed here the firſt Patriarchate of the 
Church. It has had formerly a Suburb called 
Daphne, which paſſed for one of the moſt deli- 


cious Places in the World. Damas,the Metro- 


polis of Phenicia, ſends us ſweet ſmelling Wa- 
ters, Wines, pleaſurable Fruits, Prunes, Rat- 


ſins, Cutlaſſes, Sword-blades, and other works, 


which keep the Name of it. They ſay, that 
after the Battel of ſus, Alexander the Great 


found in Damaſcus, two hundred thouſand, and 
fix huadred Talents of Coined Money.

St. Fohn de Acre,otherwiſe Ptolemaida,formerly 
the Reſidence of the Knights of St. John of 
Jeruſalem, is accompanied with a Sea-Haven. 
Mount Libanus 1s remarkable for its Heighth, 
for its Fertility, for the ancient Cedars which 
haye been found there,ſince the Creation of the 
World. Ir has full ſixty Leagues in Compaſs, 
and forty Villages of the: 2daromres, Thoſe 
People who are C atholicks, receive their Name 
from the Monaſtery of Saint-Maron: They are 
in Poſſeſſion of four hundred Villages, and can 
bridg fifteen thouſand Men in Arms. Canobin 
sthe Reſidence of their Patriarch, who bears 
the Title of that of Arztioch. Beſides the Maro- 
mes in this Mount Libanus, are Emirs, or Prin-

againſt Twenty Tartars. They turn now for the 
moſt part Mahometans,tho* they were'generally 
Chriſtians. Robbery is not forbidden among -. 
them. They trade in Slaves, Skins, Furs, MW S: 
and Wax; they Till their Land,and are ſaid to 5 
receive Strangers after a civil manner. They MW 5: 
are warlike, very ingenious and as there 5M 1 
not in the World agnore comely and handſon WM 5 
People, the Slaves'0ot that Nation are in very Wl ©: 
great eſteem. The Turks have there the City MI cl 
of Azof, otherwite Azac, at the diſ-emboguing 
of the Dow into the Palus Meorrs : It 1s 7 
trading Town, and one of the moſt important 
of all the Ocroman Empire, by reaſon of its Sk 
tuation : It preſerves the Alliance of the Leſſer 
Fartary, and puts a ſtop to the Deſigns of the 
Great Duke of Moſcovy in thoſe Parts.

He Arabians have been firſt of all called 
Iſmaelites, from 1ſmael, and afterwards 
$aracez3 - Some derive this laſt Name from 
Saara, which ſignifies Deſart ; Others, from 
Sarake, which imports Pilfering and Robbing : 
Thoſe who make the Etymology come from ' 
Sarah, Abrabams White, ſay, that: theſe Sara- 
cens, who were begun to be called Hagarens, 
choſe rather ro go under the Name of the 
Miſtreſs, than that of the Maid. [The Arabians 
who inhabit Towns and Cities, are known un- 
der.the Name of 4oors : Thoſe in the Defarts 
are divided into Tribes, and each Tribe into 
Families, which have each a peculiar Cheique 
nader the Cheique-General of the Tribe, called 
Sceikel- Kebir, That is to ſay, the Grand Cheique. 
Theſe vagabond Arabians "boaſt themſelves to 
bethe moſt Noble People in the World ; where- 
fore they do not ally themielyes with any other 
Nations than their own. They could never 
be: ſubdued either by the Egyptians, Perſians, 
Greeks, Romans , or Turks. They have- eſta- 
bliſhed themſelves in ſeveral'Parts of Africa, 
Where they poſſeſs great Dominions.

Arabia Deſerta is a - Country where the 
often want good Water ; though there be ſony 
Wells, the Water. for the moſt part, is hardly 
worth any thing. Ara,upon the Euphrates, 
an Arabian. Emir. There is a King. in thi 
Arabia, who has a moving and portative City, 
which: conſiſts in Tents, and he cauſes it tobe 
carried whither he- pleaſeth. . He takes this 
courſe, to avoid being ſurpriz'd by the Turks. 
Simiſcaſac is elteemed the ancient Saba, fron. 
whence departed the Three Kings (or rather Il - 
Wifſe- Men) to come and adore the Saviour 6f 
the World in Bethlehem.

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." Arabia Felix goes under that Name, as be- 


tg-a good Country. It has Horſes very much 
eſteem'd,. Manna, Cinnamon, Myrrh, Balm, 
Fetjamiri, Incenſe, and other Perfumes. There 
—— is ſo great a Quantity of Incenſe, that from 
"F the Port of Dolfar, the Inhabitants furniſh the 
Principal Parts of the World. Aer is a City 
of great Trade, in a ſmall Peninſula; at the foot 
of a Mountain, with two Caſtles towards the 
North, and a ſmall Fortreſs at the Entrance of 
the Harbour: The Portugals, at the time of 
their Eſtabliſhment in the Eaſt-Inates, had Or- 
ders to make themſelves Maſters of Aden, Or- 
ms and Malaca, by reaſon of their important 
Fituations. The Tirks prevented them at Aden, 
"whoſe King they cauſed to b@ hang*d on the 
Maſt of their Captain's -Galley. Since that time, 
»'W there have been ſome Revolutions, thoſe of the 
- W_ Country having diſpoſleſs'd the Turks. Ormwm 
and Malaca have been in the power of the Por- 
tupueſe : The Perſians have taken from them Or- 
me,by the helpaf the Engliſh; and the Hollan- 
ders, Malacha. Mechaand Medinaare famous for 
thaPilgrimages of the Aabomerans, who are in 
Feat eſteem after ſuch a Journey : They go 
Particularly to Mecha, to pay their Devotion 
to Kiaabee, the four-ſquare Houſe, which they 
Gll the Houſe of God, as having been built by 
Abraham. This City, about as big as York, as 
containing abaut fix thouſand Houſes, is a 
days Journey diſtant from. the Red-Sea; the 
Place of the Birth of Mahongr, whole Body 
was, as ſome Authors Tay, transferred to AM- 
; dina, when Albaquerque, the Portugueſe, would 
have ſurpriz'd the Port of Ziaen, a 
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called G:dde; with defign to go with Cavalry, W;: 
and fetch away that 2Aabometan Relick. Thg 
Country about echa, produces in abundance 
that ſortof Berry, which ſerves to make thy 
Drink,called Coffee, ſo much us'd in the Levan, 
by reaſon of its. Virtue to fortifie the Stomach; 
and facilitate Digeſtion. Medina, three dayy 
journey from the Red-Sea, is the Place where 
that pretended Prophet lyes buried. Endex- 
vours have been uſed to make .his Tomb paſ 
for a Wonder, as if it was ſuſpended in the 
Air, by the means of the Load-ſtone ; this is 
not only found to be a Fallacy, but Anti: 
quity ſhews us ſuch like things : Demecrityy 
the Athenian, by order of Ptolemy , King 
of Egypt, unde@ook to make the Statue of Ar- 
ſee all of Iron, for to diſpoſe it after the like 
manner; and in the Femple of Seraps in Alex-' 
azaria, they formerly hung vp, the ſame way, 
a Sun made of a very delicate lron. The Prince 
of Meche, called Sultan Scherif, is one of the 
moſt Potent of all Arabia :, His moſt uſual 
Reſidence 1s 'in Almacharane : T he Grand Siy- 
#4or makes him often Preſents, and cauſes part 
of the Revenue of Egypt to be given him, bo 
reaſon that he's of the Race of /Aahomet ; and. 
to oblige him to defend the Tarkiſb Pilgrims. 
The Arabians call Scherifs, the Relations of 
Mahomet, the Turks call them Emirs. Fartach, 
Caxem, Gubel-baman, Alibinali, Amanzrifdin, 
Adasfa, Maſcalat ; Femen are.as many Sultanies, 
or {mall Kingdqyns in Arahia- Felix. Maſcatt 
formerly belonging to the-Portxgals, has for.s il 
long whilecarried onthe Trade from the, /ndies, 
ro the cha, by 'the means of the a” * i 
Catif- 


Catif and Lebſa. Sohar in the Eaſtern part 
droye the Commerce, which has ſince been 'to 
Ormw, and to G embru. Mocha upon the Red- 
$ea, is an open Town, with a ſmall Caſtle. By 
reaſon of the goodneſs of its Haver, there re- 
fort thitker Ships from all Parts of the Ea#- 
ſndies with Merchandizes, to take in thoſe of 
Europe, which are in like manner brought thi- 
ther. I here are Fews, Perſe.ns, Armenians , 
Indians, Banians. It is the place where the 
pilgrims diſ-embark, who go from the Indies 
to Mecha. Tis much augmented firice the 
Ships which were bound from Suez to'Aden, 
uload there, for the avoiding the dangerous 
Palſages of the Streight of Bebel-Mandel.

Its 
one of the moſt conſiderable Kingdoms of Aſia, 
dy reaſon of the Riches.of its principal "Towns, 
and the Union of its Forces : it is more fertil 
and popuious than Twrkze ; its Inhabitants the 
moſt civil, and the beſt poliſhed of all the 34a- 
bimetans. * There is more politickneſs , and 
More refined Wits than in Tankie. They love 
: 8% Order:and: Juſtice,, and favour Strangers. 

ts Atvers, which have this particular, of ha- 
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ving neither Pike not Eel, are not Navigable:Y1f 
They commonly go under the Name either of 
their Cities , or their Colours: They furniſh 
the conveniency for the making -of Channek 
for the watering the Lands ; they become ſma}. 
ler the nearer they come to the Sea, and ſome. 
time are Entirely dried up by the Diverſions 
that are made of them. The Neighbourhood 
of the Sea of Baſſera, and that of the Caian, 
is mores fertile and more temperate than the 
Inland Countries, which have Deſarts and 
Mountains, where it ſeldom rains ; for which 
Cauſe the Fruit-trees receive no Water but xt 
the Foot and Root. This Kingdom is one 
of the moſt Ancient Monarchies in the World; 
the Aſſyrians, Medes , Perſians and Partbiani 
have begun their Empires here. The Policy of 
this Kingdom is in great eſteem, the Govern: 
ment eaſfie, ſupportable'to the Perſrans, and ty 
Strangers. There is no talk of Robbers ; the 
. Rights of Hoſpitality are ſo regularly obſery'd, 
that the King will have all Foreigners to bere- 
puted as his Gueſts. The Name of Scha is bp 
ſtowed on the Kings of Perſra; the Vulgar at- 
| Tribute to them that of Sophi, which is a pro 
per Name. They were formerly called Great! 
Kings, and Kings of Kings ; principally when 
they had Vanquiſhed the Grec:zans, The Name 
_ of Sultan, which in Turkie ſignifies a King z in 
Perſia, only ſignifies the Governor of a Town. 
\ The Perſians have always had their Sovereign 
in great Eſtimation :. Still at. this ' day they 
think to confirm a thing much more ſtrongly by 
the Name of their King, than by that of God; 
perhaps after the Mode of thofe of 46hemin the 
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1M ide of Sumatra, whoſay, That God is afar off; 
cM-nd the King near at hand. The Riches of the 
Mancient Perſian Kings have been immenſe, as 
may be ſeen by the Treaſures, which, Alexander 
the Great found in the Coffers of Darius. Scha- 
$f, one of the late Monarchs, had for com- 
mon Service 7200 Marks In Vellels of Gold. 
Herbert ſays, that in his time, there has been 
ken in Aſharat, for the ſervice of Scha- Abbas, 
Veſſels of Gold and others, to the Value of 
260 Millions of Lzvers. 

The Perſians are well proportioned : have, 
little Experience in the Art of Navigation , 
tho? they be near to the Sea. When the Portugals 
mould have drove them from Ormwu, they' had 
recourſe to the Ships of the Engliſh. Their 
Women are in great: eſteem, through all .4ſca, 
for their Beauty; their Horſes for their Agility, 
their Camels for Strength: In the Country, 
they have a Saying, Bread of Yeſde-Kaſt, Wine 
f Schiras, Women of Yeide. Their Religion 
Is Mahometan, of the Sect of Hal:; the King 
allows, that the Carmel:ites, the Auguſtins, the 
Capuchins, the Feſuits, have their Houſes and 
burches in this capital City 1/pahar, where 

e Superiours of thoſe Houles perform the 
Function of Ambaſſadours for Chriſtian Princes 
of the Roman Communion. The Perſian Tongue 
Is ſo ſweet and ſoft, that it is in little uſe, but 
among ft the Women and Poets; the King, and 
erſons of Condition, commonly make uſe of 
be Turkiſh Language. Perſia is as a Go-between 
othe Turks and Europeans, for the Commerce 
If the Indies. It furniſhes the fineſt Silk-ſtuffs, 
and the beſt Tapeſtries that are ſeen, Cloaths 
ff Gold, Bezoar, Manna, Rhubarb, Roſe- 
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Water, Turquoiſes, which are taken at th 
Mountain of Phirozskou , four Leagues froy 
Meſcher, a City renowned for the Pilgrimapy 
of the Aihomerans of Per fa. 'The'Silk of Che. 
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raſan is very fine, that of Klan ſfomewhafl t 
courſer. There are Fields of Salt, ſome Mine;lfl n 
of Copper, iron, and Stcel in Cheraſan, ol $ 
Lead in K:irman : Gold and Silver is tmporte(fll b 
from abroad, as well as Wood. The greatet / 
Trade is droven to Bagdat, for 1urkey ; tl N 


Gembrit, tor the Juaies. The Kings of Perſy 
do allow 8f Con:merce upon their Coaits, but vi 
ſuffer not any Fortrelles to be made there : th R 
orul, the Emperour of China, and other EM 
ſtern Kings, take the ſame courle-in their Do-M be 
minions. They have poweriul Neigtkboursof Ml 5 
the Twrk and the 2Zogul.

Suburbs. The Ruins of this Per ſepolzs are called 
Chilminar, i.e. forty Columns ; which ſeem tg 
be the remains of the Palace of Cyrus the Great, 
the moſt beautifulof all the Eaſt. The Neigh- 
bours of thoſe Ruins endeavour to deltroy *m 
entirely to free themiclves from the Importy- 
nities of Strangers, who go to ſee them upon 
that account. What remains of *m, - ſhews a 
great Antiquity of Habits for Perſonages, and 
an extraordinary Magnificence in the Stones of 
theBuilding. Thoſe who have ſeen them lay,that 
they ſurpaſs the Antiquities of Rome, and the 
Wonders of /£gypr. The Abode of Schirac is 
ſo agreeable, that Mahomet, according to what 
the Perſians ſay, would not go thither, for fear! 
of being charm'd with the Beauty of the Lz 
dies : and that if he had taſted the Delights of 
that Town, he would have made it his Requeſt 
to God, never tohave died. The Governmeit 
of Schiras, is the moſt conſiderable of all Perſia: 
it affords excellent Wines, and that Mummy, 
or Counter-poylon, which ſerves for Medict 
ment to all manner of Wounds. Sxſa was tit 
Court of Abaſuerm, and ſome other Kings. 
Alexander the Great married Sratira there ;'Ht 
gave ten thouſand Talents for the acquitting 
the Debts of thoſe, who had a mind to returi 
18L0.Greece, and receiv'd there thirty ouſand 
youre Men of Recruits for 'his Army. T8 h 
a 
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alſo. the place where the fair Eſther obtain'd fas 
vour for the Jews, and where Moracca: was put 


into the place of Hama, who was hanged 
ther that he would have cauſed Mordecar to 
kave undergone his own Fate. The Palace of 
Suſa, built by Darius, is ſaid to have'been en- 
rich'>d by 2demnon, with the Spoills of the great 
Thebes in Egypt 3 and'tis famed, that the Stones 
were cemented with Gold. After Perſepolzs, it 
isreckoned amongſt the magnificent Works of 
the Kings of Perſia, as well as the delicious 
Gardens of Cyr the Younger in Lydia. Congue, 
Bender Congo, 1s a City upon the Gulph of Baſ- 
ſora, much like that of Ihoalon in Provence : 
Tis much augmented,ſince the Ruine of Ormxs, 
25 well as Gombru ; It has a Demeſne, which

| all the Northern part of Aſia. The Name of 
T artary, which has ſucceeded that of Scythia, i 
come from the River 1atar, which the Chineſe 
name Tata, becauſe they do not make uſe of the 
Letter R. The Zartarsare a Warlike People, 
the beſt Archers of the World, but cruel and 
barbarous: They make War almoſt ever to 
the diſadvantage of thoſe they viſit, and to the 
confuſion of thoſe who attack them. Cyrm at 
the Paſſage of the Araxes ; Darius Hiſt aſpes in 
his March againſt the Scythians of Europe; 
Alexander the Great, when he was beyond the 
Oxus, have been conſtrain?d to yield to the Ml 0 
Tartars : In dur time, the great Kingdom of Wl t

Battels : Contrary to what 1s practiſed in Ex Wl t 
rope , It Is it which make the firſt Arracks.

to their Cattle. Their Country has in all MI | 
times been a Nurſery of Men, who under divers Wl : 
Names have made Conqueſts, and eſtabliſh'd Ill | 
Colonies in ſeveral places : That great Wall 
which the Ch:zeſes had rais'd for the putting 2 Il 
ſtop to their Incurſions, has not: been capable 
of effetting that Purpoſe. They acknowledge, 
ſeveral Princes, whom they_ call Cans. They 
have ſundry Huraes, that may be called Can-

tons, Camps, Tribes, or Aſſemblies of Fami- 
lies. The little knowledge we have of them, 
is the reaſon-we call them all under the general 
Name of Tartars. They have the Owl in great 
Veneration, ſince that Cings, one of their So- 
yereigns, was ſaved by the means of that Bird. 
They will not ſuffer they ſhould be buried ; 
ſome amongſt 'em make choice of a Tree, and 
give order for their being hang'd up upon it 
after their Death. There be ſtill among '%em 
Idolaters, but they are for the moſt part Mabo- 
metans : It has been obſery*d, that thoſe who 
haye conquered China, have hardly any parti- 
cular Religion, tho' they practice ſeveral Moral 
Vertues. Five great parts are commonly 
reckoned in Aſian Tartary; Tartaria Deſerta, 
Giagathi, Turqueſtan, Northern Tartary, and the 
Tartary of K:n. 

Deſert 1 artary is {o called, becauſe that moſt 
of the Lands there are uncultivated: It is for 
the moſt part ſubject to the Czars of Muſcovy 
who draw fine and rich Furs from thence, and 
who, with eaſe, ſubdued the Inhabitants. of it, 
they being only Shepherds. Its Cities of Caſar 
and Aftracan,are near the Wolga, which empties 
It ſelf into the Caſpian-Sea by ſeventy Mouths 
the Obz, which in the ſame Country empties 
It ſelf into the Ocean, has ſix. Aftracan drives 
agreat Trade in Salt,which the Inhabitants find 
Ina neighbouring Mountain. The Calmack, 
People are Idolaters, much like to the ancient 
Scythians, by reaſon -of their Incurſions, their 
Cruelty, and their other ways of living. 

NN Gragathai, and Mawaralnabr, have peculiar 
| Chams. The City of Samarchard, is that where 
Tamerlane the Great, a Native of 1a Caſta, a

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day's Journey from thence, eſtabliſh'd a famays 
Univerſity: There is alſoone at Boakora, which 
paſſes for the Country of Avicenna, a famoy 
Philoſopher and Phyſician ; another at Orcange 
near the Caſpian-Sea; Alexandria, of Sog diang 
was formerly famous for the death of the Phils 
ſopher Caliſthenes. The Tribe of the Mogul, j 
known by the riſe of the Prince of the ſame 
Name,whoſe Succeſſours command a good Par; 
of /nadia. The Inhabitents of theſe Parts hunt 
wild Horſes with Falcons; in ſome of theſe 
Countries, they have ſuch a diſpoſition for My. 
ſick, that their little Children ſing, inſtead of 
crying. Thoſe of G:agathat and Yowbeg do not 
call themſelves Tartars,being of the Idahometan 
Religion- 

Turqueſtan is the Country,from whence ſome 
make the Turks to come. Thiber which 1s Part 
of it, has Mu4h, Cinnamon, Coral which ſerve 
tor Mony to it's Inhabitants. 

The Tartars of Kin, which ſome call Cathai, 
is the moſt Potent State of all 7 arrary, very Po- 
pulous, Rich, and full of Great Cities ; Cambs 
lx, or rather Muoncheu, is the Capital thereof: 
Several Authors have told Wonders of this Ct- 
ty, making it known under the Names of Qxin- 
Zai, Xainthm, Suntieu and Peguim. Amonglit 0- 
ther things, they ſay that in the Palace-Royal 
there are twenty four Pillars of fine Gold, and 
another much greater of the ſame Metal, with 
a Pine-Apple beſet with Jewels, that are worth 
four Great Cities. The*'Voyage of C athas has 
. been nndertaken by ſeveral ways, in hopes of- 
finding Gold, Musk, Rhubarb, and other Rich 
Commodities there ; ſeveral have gone thither 


by the Terra-firma, others by the Nereberg 0 
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Ge by the Ganges, The Tartars of this 
Mcountry invaded Chia in our Time; the King 
+ Ninche called Xanchi, 1s the ſame, who 
made the Conqueſt of it, at the Age of twelve 
Years, aſſiſted with the good and faithful Coun- 
cels of two of his Uncdſes. Beſides a continu- 
al Succeſs and Happineſs, a great Moderation 
has been obſerv'd in this young Conquerour, 
who has treated a Nation newly ſubdued with 
all the Lenity imaginable. s 
- The old or true Tartary, which the Ara- 
hians call after a different manner , is to- 
wards the North, and but very little known. 
Salmanaſar, King of Aſſyria, is ſaid to have 
tranſported thither the Tribes, which he 
carried away Captive from the Holy Land, 
and there are alſo ſaid to be ſtill at this 
Day Hords of them, who keep up their 
Name, and follow their Manners. It has in 
it the Mountain 1-:azs, one of the greateſt 
in the World.

Learned 
Men are oblig'd to them,for that they havecom- 
piled their «Hiſtory, which was brought into 
Europe by Martin: the Jeſuit : It is eſteemed ſo 
much the more Faithful, in that they made it 
hut of their own Country, and only for them- 
ſelves. They have always been ſo Jealous of 
the Secrets of their Policy,and of their other Af- 
fairs, that they did not willingly allow Stran- 
gers Entrance Into their Country. The great 
Wall, or rather the Intrenchment of above four 
hundred Leagues, which they cauſed formerly 
to be made, is a Work, that has had more Re- 
nown than Effet ; the Zartars have often over- 
run Chi1n4,notwithſtanding this Obſtacle. Thoſe 
who have ſaid that China is but one City, by 
reaſon of the Numerouſneſs of it's People, have 
likewiſe ſaid, that a no leſs conſiderable Wall 
was requir'd to be proportionable to the Gran- 
deur of ſuch a Town. *'Tis hardly credible that 
in this Fortification the Stones be ſeven Fathom 
high, and five broad, as they are ſaid to be by 
the Chin: ſes, If we may believe their Hiſtory, 
the Hoſtilities of the Tartars have been exer- 
ciſed for above four thouſand Years ; the Chi- 
ſe Horſes cannot endure the ſight of thoſe of 
Tartary. The late Years have cauſed ſtrange 
Revolutions in this Kingdom : After that the 
Rebels had aCted as Sovereigns, the Tartars un- 
der their Emperour Xu«»ch:, have conquer'd all 
their Country, in leſs than ſeven Years Time, 
and thar ſince the Year 1643, the /ilitia was 
not very conſiderable, Men of Learning domi- 
neer'd over Men of the Sword : From whence it 
came, that the State only ſubfiited by 4 
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by numerousArmies,and not by the valour of jf 

People. The principal Chiefs, were cally 
Manaarins ; at preſent the Tartar has Tartarig 

Officers, and Chineſe Officers below his Vice. 
Roys,of whom ſome are forArms,and others fq 
Learning. This change has the Sword wrought 

over the Gown,and the poor Mandarine are ng 
longer in a {tate to do Juſtice, with ſo mug 
Pomp and Pride as they formerly did. Pays 
niſm 1s there generally received ;3 neverthelek 
Vertue amongſt them is in an high eſteem. The 
Publick is more-Rich proportionably, as Parti 
cular Perſons are: Writing is managed from the 
top ro the bottom: It has above ſixty thouſand 
Letters, and has not three hundred thouſand 

Words, which are almoſt all Monoſyllables; 
wiereas the Europeans have many Words & fey 
Letters,the Ch:neſes have many Letters and fey 
Words, which they pronounce with divers 
Tones, according to their Signihcation: Sozx 
we may fay, their'Speech is oaly linging. Its 
Great Cities arecalled Fs, the leſſer Cex. The 
Chyneſes love their Hair to that Degree, that 
ſeveral amongſt them chooſe rather to dye, 
than to be ſhav'd conformable to the Tartar 
Commands. Swines Fleſh is with them a moſt 
exquilice Diſh. Before the coming of the I artary 
Yellow was the Kings, and Black the Peoples u- 
ſual Wear. 

All China is divided into fixteen Provinces, 
each of which are worth more than large King- 
doms. Ten of 'em lye towards the South; 
Yunnan, Quanſi, Canton, Fuquiem, Chequiam, 
Nanxin, Kiamſi, Huquam, Suſcuem and Qu 
cheu.* The ſix towards the North are Xeſs 
Scianſi, Honan, Xantung, Pekin and _

which ſeveral have called Cathai, whereas they 
give the name of Margi to the Southern Pro- 
vinces. Canton has a Town of the greateſt 
Trade and Riches of all the Kingdom; from 
thence are tranſported Rice, Sugar, Varniſh, 
which 1s drawn from the Rinds of Trees, and 
Pearls that are-fſh'd near the Ifle of Ainaor. 
Macao , 1s an Iſland of the ſame Name , ſur- 
rounded with ſeveral other ſmall 1flands and 
Rocks , is peopled with Portugals, who have 
fortified it after an extaordinary manner, ſince 
they were attack'd by the Hollanders, in the 
Year 1622. This City entertains a-great Com- 
merce between China and Exrope 3 this Com- 
merce is much diminiſhed; they have no longer 
two hundred, for a hundred profit, as they had 
formerly ; and now the Hollanders have got 
footing in the Kingdom, whereas they were 
formerly excluded from thence , becauſe the 
Chineſes had a Prophecy, That they ſhould be 
ſubdued by People who have blue Eyes : This 
has been verified by the coming of the Tartars. 
The Right alone, for the Trade of Salt, ts 
worth every year above fifteen hundred thou-/ 
ſand Livers to the King of China. The ſmall 
Iſle of. Sanchoan is known for the Death of the 
Popiſh Saint Xavier. Fuquiem produces pure 
Gold , Pepper , Sugar, and Calamint. The' 
Gold and S1lver of China. is not ſo good as that 
= have : They'eſteem the Piſtols and Rials of 
pain, :

Tndies, by thoſe who frequent the Sea. The 
principal Tongues, that have any vogye it 
the EaSt- Indies, are the Canarine in and about 
Goa; the Malabar , in the Country of the 
ſame Name; the Guzerate in Cambaia, Cow 
monael, Biſnagar, and Bengala; the Malay 
in Malucca , Sumatra , the Javas, and th

The Mogul is the Sovereign 
thereof ; he has his Name and his Riſe from 
2 Tribe come from G:qagathai, a Country of 
Great Tartary : He paſſes for the richeſt Prince 
inthe World, as to Jewels; beſides thoſe of his 
Crown, he has thoſe of ſeveral Princes, his

-lity. of having *m : Beſides, he inherits the 
Jewels of the 'Grandees of this Court. He is 
Uniyerſal Heir to thoſe he gives Penſions to : 

[Houſes before which he paſſes, owe him a 
Preſent ; the Lands belong to him ; his Will 
ſerves for Law in the deciſion of Matters. In 
tis State, People go under the Name of the 
Employment they poſſeſs, and not of the Lands 
tiey enjoy.Sqme Relationsaſſert, That this Mo- 
W bach is every day ſhewn part of his Treaſures ; 
1 ſometimes. his Elephants, ſometimes his Jewels,

are at its Entrance. Coxlan 'is now neither {6 
rich nor ſo populous, as it was when It had 
above an hundred thouſand Inhabitants. Zame 
717 conſidered it for its Situation, its Harbour 
and Loyalty : The Sand of the Sea having ſtop 
ped up its Haven, Goa and Calecut have taken 
from it all its Commerce. Onor has Pepper-ve 
ry heavy, and black Rice, which 1s better than 
the White. 

After Malabar, and towards the Eaſt, is the 
Coalt of Fiſhing, otherwiſe called Manar, where 
they fiſh for Pearls, where the Market is held 
at Tuticorin, This Country,wherein are about 
thirty ſmall Cities, is dry and burnt. It obeys, 
for the moſt part, a Naique of Madura; the 
Hollanders ſtand pcſſeſs'd of the ſmall Iſland of 
the Kings, with ſome Fortreſles, which render 
them Maſters of the Paſſages of the banks.oi 
Manar. They gather Ambergrieſe on this 
Coaſt ; near Cape Comerrin was formerly found 
a Piece of Ambergrieſe, which is ſaid to have 
weighed thirty Quintals. 

Coromandcl, or Corobander, is ſo called from 
the Rice, which it produces in Abundance: It 
has the Havens of eliapour and St. Thomas,

The King of Narſmga, who is the Raja 
of Velou,, whoſe Territories advance towards 
Cape Comorin, ſtiles himſelt the King of Kings, 
and the- Husband of a thouſand Wives. The 
City of B:ſnagar 1s upon a Mountain with a Cit- 
tadel. There are on this Coalt the Nazques or 
Princes of Madura, Tanaior and Gings; and 
in their Dominions, Inhabitants, who have 
peaſant Imaginations : they make the number 
of their Geds mount to thirty three Milliogs. 
They ſay,that the Globe of che Earth is ſuppor- 
ted with a Serpent, arm'd with a thouſand 
Heads, on which all the World is pois'd ; that 
this Serpent is born by etght Elephants, who 
ſand upon the Back-bone of a Tortoiſe,which 
of its ſelf remains firm and motionleſs even with 
the Water. They alſo multiply the Seas, and 
make ſeven different ones of them ; the one of 
Water, the other of Milk, the third of Cream, 
the fourth of Butter, the fifth of Salt, the ſixth 
of Sugar, and the ſeventh of Wine. Theſe 
{mall States have roſe out'of the Ruins of that 
of Narſinga, The late Relations make menti- 
on of the Kingdom of Meſſur, bordering upon 
That of Madwa, of the HMorayarn People being 
very.
